The subcommittee met, pursuant to call, at 10:15 a. m., in room 
1501, New House Office Building, Hon. Robert H. Mollohan (chair- 
man of the subcommittee) presiding.

Mr. Moitionan. A quorum is present; the subcommittee will come 
to order. 

This is an executive meeting of the Subcommittee on Legal and 
Monetary Affairs which has been called to inquire into certain prac- 
tices of the Immigration and Naturalization Service. More specifi- 
cally, the subcommittee is in possession of information that at the 
direction of Joseph M. Swing, Commissioner, first, Government 
equipment and Government personnel had been used improperly; 
second that Government equipment and Government personnel were 
taken into Mexico on hunting trips for the pleasure of General Swing 
and other Government officials; third, Government personnel con- 
nected with these parties and General Swing himself hunted without 
licenses and otherwise conducted themselves improperly in Mexico. 
The subcommittee intends to inquire into these and other matters 
connected with immigration and naturalization this morning. 

Mr. Swing, will you be sworn? 

Do you solemnly promise that the testimony you will give before 
this subcommittee will be the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth, so help you God? 

Mr. Swine. I do. 

Mr. Motxionan. Incidentally, General Swing, I assume you have 
been given a copy of our letter of July 2, to Attorney General Brown- 
ell? (A letter from the Attorney General and the reply from Mr. 
Mollohan appear in the appendix, p. 62.) 

Mr. Swine. The Attorney General told me he had the letter and 
I have an idea of what was in it, but I haven’t seen the letter. 
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we MotioHan. Would you like a few minutes to look over that 
etter 

Mr. Swine. I don’t think it would be necessary, Mr. Chairman. 
I can answer Mr. Plapinger’s questions, I think. 

Mr. Motionan. Mr. Plapinger. 

Mr. Puaprneer. General, have you ever since taking office as Com- 
missioner of Immigration and Naturalization gone to Mexico to 
hunt game for pleasure? 


TESTIMONY OF JOSEPH M. SWING, COMMISSIONER OF IMMIGRA- 
TION AND NATURALIZATION, ACCOMPANIED BY E. DEWITT 
MARSHALL, DEPUTY CHIEF, BORDER PATROL 


Mr. Swine. I can’t answer that by yes or no. I can say that I have 
gone into Mexico repeatedly. On every instance I have had a meeti 
set up with enforcement officers, counterparts of my own officers, an 
I have, while attending those meetings and conferences, not only 
hunted, I have gone to bullfights and various other things that might 
be considered pleasurable while I was there. 

Mr. Puaprncer. I beg your pardon? 

Mr. Swine. All of which would be considered pleasurable while 
I was there. 

I would like to state, though, that every meeting, every time I have 
gone, has been with the express purpose of furthering the interests 
of the United States, helping to complete my mission of closing that 
border, which can only be done by close association between myself 
and the members of my staff and the members of the border patrol 
or their opposite numbers, none of which was taking place when I 
first made a very detailed inspection of the border. The officers 
didn’t know the names of the mayors, or the chiefs of police, the 
Mexican border patrol] authorities, the chiefs of the Mexican border 
patrol, and I was convinced that I would never be able to accomplish 
what I think we have done, for which we are very proud, without 
building up this close association informally and formally. 

I found some instances, I am sorry to say, in Mr. Kilgore’s place 
at Brownsville, where the head man of the border patrol was not 
speaking to the head man of the Immigration Service who controlled 
the port of supply, a situation which was absolutely intolerable and 
I had to transfer both of those officers out of there. 

Mr. Puarincer. On any of these trips that you took into Mexico, 
General, did you go hunting? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Piarrncer. When was the first time that occurred ? 

Mr. Swine. I think the first time was around Labor Day of last 

year. 
, Mr. Puarrncer. Labor Day of 1955? 
Mr. Swine. Yes. 
mr. Priaprrncer. Who were the members of your party at that time, 
sir? 

Mr. Swine. There were myself and the chief of the border patrol. 

Mr. Puiarincer. Who is that, sir? 

Mr. Swine. Mr. Carter, the two sector chiefs there, Mr. Harrison, 
Mr. Gilman, and on that occasion, in addition to those officers, I had 
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an officer of the United States Army from the plans section of the Army 
go along with me and get a firsthand view of our plans. 

Mr. Piarincer. Who was that, sir? 

Mr. Swine. He was a Colonel Quandt, of the United States Army. 

Then I took along with me three junior officers, one who was in In- 
telligence and the head of the antisubversive section on the border, 
and his assistant, a Mr. Hinton, and the other is in Intelligence and 
head of the antismuggling section of our staff down there. 

Mr. Meaper. Hinton is the assistant ? 

Mr. Swina. He was. He has been promoted and transferred out. 
The two remaining now are a Mr. Amthor—Mr. Amthor is the anti- 
subversive—and Mr. Wooley, who is the antismuggling head. 

Mr. Meaper. How many were there altogether on this first trip 
around Labor Day, General Swing? 

Mr. Swine. Myself, Carter, Gilman, Harrison, and 3—9. 

hay Meaper. You didn’t have any Mexican officials with you on that 
tri 

r. Swine. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Meaper. Who were they ? 

Mr. Swine. At present there is an Enrico Moreno Olaguibel. 

Mr. Mottonan. What is his title? 

Mr. Swina. He was the chief of the Mexican Border Patrol in that 
sector. 

There was Ricardo Solezzi, R-i-c-a-r-d-o S-o-l-e-z-z-i. He was 
chief of police at Matamoros. 

The Governor, Teran, of Tamaulipas, had intended to be there. He 
was called to Mexico City, and when we were organizing to go down 
there at our post near McAllen, he sent—I have his name, if you will 
excusemea moment. General Tiburcio Garcia Zamora. 

Mr. Krrcore. Isn’t that Garza Zamora? 

Mr. Swine. I guess that is right. He was in charge of the district 
across from McAllen where we were to goin. He was to arrange all 
the necessary papers for the guns and equipment, and he and the Gov- 
ernor thought it would be better, inasmuch as the Governor wasn’t 
coming, to go on down and go across at Brownsville, near the town 
of San Fernando, where it was easier to meet these other gentlemen. 
The chief of police has a ranch not too far from this little town of San 
Fernando. 

Mr. Piarrncer. Do I understand that General Zamora was on the 
trip with you? 

Mr. Swina. No; if we had gone across where we had intended to, he 
would have been. 

Mr. Piapincer. But the persons on the trip besides yourself were 

Carter, Hinton, Harrison, Gilman, Amthor, Wooley, Marshall, Colo- 
nel Quandt. 

The Mexican people were Senors Olaguibel and Solezzi. 

Where in Mexico did you hunt at that time, sir? 

Mr. Swine. Somewhere near the town of San Fernando. I was 
guided there by these Mexicans. I couldn’t actually say. But it was 
near the town of San Fernando. 

Mr. Piarrncer. And this was around Labor Day of 1955? 

Mr. Swine. Well, now, I will check the exact date. I am quite sure 
it was, because what brings it back to my memory was that one of 
the things I wanted to do when I was there—there was a tremendous 
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get-together of all the members of the McAllen station and Browns- 
ville station and they were holding a large barbecue. I wanted, while 
they were all there, to talk to them. There must have been 200 of 
them there. This gentleman came over. I will get the exact date. 

Mr. Piapincer. At any rate, this is the first time you were in Mexico 
for hunting purposes. 

Did you hunt at this place, in the vicinity of these 200 people? 

Mr. Swine. Oh, no, no, they were at this meeting. We hunted 
down near San Fernando. This barbecue was back where I got the 
meson from Zamora at this barbecue at McAllen to go to the other 

ace. 

7 Mr. Puarincer. I am slightly confused, General. Was the barbecue 
in Mexico or in Texas ? 

Mr. Swina. In Texas. 

Mr. Puaprncer. Then I don’t understand what the occasion was for 
your going into Mexico. 

Mr. Swine. Because I had already made the date and been invited 
by Governor Teran, of Tamaulipas, to come down and meet with 
him and with these other gentlemen. While we were meeting and 
discussing some problems, mutual ones, and trying to get greater 
cooperation, we would go hunting at the same time. 

Mr. Puarincer. Did you have hunting permits, sir ? 

Mr. Swine. I had papers, as I told you, which were arranged for 
by this General Zamora at the Governor’s direction. Zamora arranged 
for this within the zone of his responsibility. We left his zone and 
went on down where the Governor asked us to go. I had no intima- 
tion at the time that the papers weren’t completely in order. When 
I did leave, and I learned this a month or so later—I can’t remember 
his name, a game warden intercepted the three young officers who 
work there all the time. That was Hinton, Amthor, and Wooley. 
They speak fluent Spanish, and know the ways intimately down there. 
This game warden examined their papers and said they weren’t in 
proper order and held three of the guns. He tried, as is usual with 
those minor officials, to get a mordida from these officers to get the 
guns back. I guess Mr. Kilgore is the only one around here who 
knows what I mean by the “mordida.” That is the bite. The officers, 
of course, would not accede to that, left the guns, and immediately 
wired the Governor, who had gone to Mexico City, and this General 
Zamora. General Zamora wired his opposite number in this district 
below Brownsville that we were there at the Governor’s invitation. 
The Governor wired the game warden that our papers were in order 
and that the guns should be returned, and I am told, he transferred 
the game warden out of that area for—well, it was considered quite 
rude, because everyone else knew we were guests of the Governor. 

Mr. Praprncer. Are you familiar with the fact that this game 
warden was discharged ? 

Mr. Swine. No; I didn’t really pay much attention until this came 
up, but I understand from Mr. Marshall, who is in charge of all the 
liaison with the Government officials there, that the Governor did 
transfer the man out of that area. 

Mr. Puiaprncer. Was there any intervention by the United States 
consul ? 

Mr. Swine. No, sir. 
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Mr. Piarrncer. Was the intervention of the United States consul 
or the United States authorities requested ? 

Mr. Swine. No, sir. 

Mr. Piapincer. How long were you there, General ? 

Mr. Swine. I think I was there about a day and a half. I had ex- 
pected to stay longer and see more officials. They had several others 
lined up to come down and talk to me. I can give you the names, but 
it is pointless, inasmuch as I didn’t see them. But the party broke u 
hurriedly because one of our light planes flew over from the border ma 
dropped a message that hurricane warnings were out and that we 
would be pretty well blasted by a hurricane, so the Mexican officials 
departed and the rest of us, also. 

Mr. Puiapincer. How did you get down to Tamaulipas in the first 
instant? 

Mr. Swine. In the Government sedan which is used on that side of 
the border. 

Mr. Piapincer. Were there any other vehicles or equipment? 

Mr. Swine. I am sure there was a jeep. There might have been 
two jeeps that are used over there by the officers; a panel truck with the 
regular hitch that was then being used on these trailers that we 
have for movement of our men. 

Mr. Puarrncer. The panel truck was on the trailer, sir? 

Mr. Swine. The panel truck was pulling the trailer. 

Mr. Prarrncer. And this was a house trailer? 

Mr. Swine. This was a regular trailer. Perhaps you would like 
to see them. I went before the Congress and got the authority to pur- 
chase about—well, we have about 30 of them. In my first inspection 
of the border, I found many isolated stations with two-and-three-man 
jobs where they live with their families and work out trying to inter- 
cept wetbacks, and I watched them and they were not too successful 
because they always came home at night, and as you know, there are 
long distances down there. So I closed out these small stations and 
moved the families and men into the larger areas, larger stations, so 
they would be better housed and their children would get to school 
without being driven 50 or 100 miles, and then, particularly when we 
had our big drive, sent out task forces of jeeps and these trailers, and 
airplanes. These trailers were built to specifications made by the 
Border Patrol School. They are comfortable. I don’t think they 
are any more fancy, let us say, than they should be for a proper 
place to hold 4 men, for 4 men to stay. They worked out successfully, 
except we had to start with quite a few breakages of the hitch, which 
was found to be too light, and they have all had the hitch reinforced 
and strengthened. The hitch on the one that was down at the time I 
was down there broke and had to have a makeshift chain hitch for it. 
It was taken back and reinforced, as were all the others. 

Mr. Puapinger. Were any of these trailers damaged in the hurri- 
cane? 

Mr. Swine. No. 

Mr. Piapincer. Whom did you see in Tamaulipas, General? Was 
it the Governor. 

Mr. Swine. San Fernando is in the State of Tamaulipas. I didn’t 
see the Governor. 

Mr. Puaprncer. Whom did you see, sir?

Mr. Swine. I have just mentioned some—— 

Mr. Piarincer. The Mexican names. I’m sorry, I understood those 
people were in the hunting party. 

r. Swine. Oh, no, those were the people we met. They also 
hunted. It was a meeting at which the Mexicans asked me to hunt. 
In the meantime, we discussed our business. At that particular time 
I was very anxious to see if we couldn’t put a halt to a lot of this 
air smuggling. We pretty well closed them down. We know that 
there are a number of light fields within 75 or 100 miles of the border, 
where the planes from our side go down during the night and they 
stay on these fields, and then they come back the next night, and we 
are unable to intercept them. 

So we had quite a discussion with the head of the customs office, 
who was there at one time, on means by which to intercept and stop 
this smuggling of illegal stuff by air. They agreed with us the way 
to do would be that our planes, while they are flying on the border, 
would inspect at frequent intervals these light strips on the Mexican 
side. The Mexicans having no air transportation—that is, their 
nes elements—when we would tell them about it, couldn’t get to 
them. 

So we arranged that when our own people saw planes on the Mexi- 
can strips, they would pick up the Mexican customs officer and take 
him to the strip and land there. It the plane was there illegally, 
then the Mexicans would confiscate the plane. The last report I got 
up to date, the Mexicans have confiscated five American planes which 
have been down there smuggling 

Mr. Morionan. What sort of contraband do they smuggle? 

Mr. Swine. Mostly they smuggle luxury items in women’s apparel ; 
nylon things and underwear and things like that. 

Mr. Meapver. But not persons? 

Mr. Swine. No, not south, of course. But then coming back—it is 
a two-way job for them. They will smuggle these luxury items into 
Mexico and get that payoff for that. Then they will bring back into 
the United States in some instances illegal aliens or other items such 
as marihuana or anything which is not legal. 

Now, for our own part, we have apprehended 11 in the last year 
or so on our side. 

Mr. Motitonan. You mean 11 aliens? 

Mr. Swine. No; 11 of these planes. Some are aliens; some parrots. 
There is a great traffic in parrots. 

Mr. Moiionan. As a matter of general information, what do you 
do with the planes after you confiscate them ? 

Mr. Swine. We can’t confiscate. Since Mr. Kelly has been in there, 
we all are ex officio made customs officers so we can seize and turn 
them over to the customs. Those we have caught on this side, inas- 
much as they have only been minor offenses, all those 11 have been 
released with fines. They are under administrative fines. 

Those caught on the Mexican side, they are a little harsher with. 

Mr. Motionan. I know during the old prohibition days when 
they would catch a car in rum-running activities, it would be confis- 
cated and sold. 

Mr. Swine. That is correct. And we have confiscated a number 
of cars. We haven’t the legal authority to do anything but appre- 
hend them and turn them over to customs. 
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Mr. Mot1onan. You mean the cars or planes? 

Mr. Swine. Anything. Anything. We can take care of persons, 
but all things we simply apprehend and turn them over to the nearest 
customs office. 

Mr. Moxtxonan. If you should find aliens in a plane, wouldn’t that 
come into the scope of your authority ? 

Mr. Swine. We haven’t found any—have we found any aliens? 

Mr. MarsHatu. On a number of occasions, but not in the last year 
or so. 

Mr. MotitoHan. What do you do, then? What is the legal disposi- 
tion of that? If you get a vehicle or plane which is being used for 
alien transportation, what disposition is made of the plane? 

Mr. MarsHatx. We still don’t have the authority to confiscate the 

lane. 
" Mr. Moutionan. Please identify yourself for the record. 

Mr. Marsuaty. I am E. DeWitt Marshall, deputy chief of the 
border patrol. 

Mr. MotitoHan. That seems to me to be rather unusual. I would 
think you would have the authority to confiscate and dispose of the 
vehicle being used in the transportation of aliens. 

Mr. Swine. My legal people tell me we don’t have it. 

Mr. Moxtonan. I am not questioning the judgment of the people 
handling it this way. During prohibition, they could confiscate cars 
used in the illegal transportation of liquor, but here in the illegal 
transportation of aliens, you can’t confiscate the car. All you can do 
is give them a pat on the back and send them on their way. 

Mr. MarsHauu. If they smuggle an alien, we would prosecute. If 
they just made an illegal entry without checking in, then the admin- 
istrative fine procedure is our only resort. 

Mr. Motionan. But even if you catch them transporting an alien, 
you have no authority to confiscate the planes. 

Mr. MarsHa.u. No, sir. 

Mr. Moxtionan. What authority does customs have in the smug- 
gling? You say you take custody of the planes and promptly turn 
them over to customs officials. 

Mr. MarsHaty. That is right. 

Mr. Motitonan. What disposition do they make of that ? 

Mr. Marsuaty. I don’t know. I can look it up. 

Mr. Moitonan. I thought you worked so closely with them, you 
would know what the disposition is? 

Mr. Marsuauyi. They have a definite authority to confiscate the 
vehicle if smuggled merchandise, contraband, is found in the vehicle. 

Mr. MottoHan. But you don’t have that authority on aliens? 

Mr. MarsHatu. No. 

Mr. Youncer. May I pursue this other subject about the Mexican 
side of the airlift? 

You say the Mexicans do confiscate the planes there ? 

Mr. Swine. They have confiscated five. 

Mr. Youncer. What do they do with them then? 

Mr. Swine. The Mexican customs are now flying those planes and 
pursuing their mission. 

. YounGeER. In other words, they now have an air patrol which 
they didn’t have before. 

Mr. Swine. Yes. 
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Mr. Youncer. And you don’t have to fly the customs officer down 
to this strip anymore? 

Mr. Swine. In some places, because it is still a very long border. 

Mr. Krrcore. With reference to the five planes that Mexican cus- 
toms have confiscated, do you know about when those confiscations 
took place? 

Mr. Swine. I don’t know. 

Mr, MarsHauu. I don’t know the date, sir. It has been within the 
past 12 months. 

Mr. Kareore. If you have the dates, I think it would be interesting 
with reference to the time of cooperation. (See appendix, p. 66.) 

Mr. Swine. With the chief of police, since we have been able to 
somewhat stem this—this is Mr. Solezzi. With this great number 
coming over here, we are sifting out the very flagrant violators, and 
we give them the names and try to get them to return them to give 
them some punishment on the Mexican side. The Mexican fears 
ounishment by his own people much more than he does by us. The 
jail over there isn’t quite as comfortable as the ones here, and he isn’t 
fed quite as well. 

I think from each day, the FBI—these are not confidential. I have 
talked to them about these references. Here is one—18 arrests in 
United States since 1944. These are just a group I picked up the 
day before the 4th of July when I went to our Washington field office. 
Here are 40 arrests since 1944; 10 arrests in 2 years; 20 arrests since 
1944. I have been trying to get the Mexican authorities and they 
are—when we give them names of these fellows who have just re- 
peated and repeated and repeated to do something about it. 

Also, with the chief and the mayor down there at Matamoros, that 
is the last point we had before—it is the staging point of our boat trip 
to Vera Cruz. It is a Mexican boat. Sometimes that boat doesn’t get 
there on time and the staging area at McAllen gets overloaded, so we 
have gotten the chief of police and the mayor there at Matamoros 
when we have an overload of these chaps and can’t take care of them 
to take them from us instead of just turning them back over the border 
as we were prone to do before and have them come right over at night, 
the mayor and the chief have collected trucks for us and carried them 
on down as far as Ciudad Victoria, about 150 miles or so, and dumped 
them down there for us. 

Then, I have also contacted several of the judges and talked with 
them about these matters, and particularly Mexican nationals 
smuggling their own people in. Heretofore, the Mexican authorities 
would maybe give them a suspended sentence of no duration whatso- 
ever. Well, they have changed their attitude in that respect and on 
their own people, sentences of 7 years for a smuggler of aliens is not 
an unusual sentence now in those courts down there. 

Mr. Youncer. You were talking about the deportation into the in- 
terior now as against a prior service. How did they used to get them 
back into the interior ? 

Mr. Swine. They used to get them back into the interior—anytime 
they got them back in there, our Government had to pay the railroad 
fare which never was under $3 a head. The year before I took over, 
a rough figure, our immigration attaché signed vouchers for about 
$150,000 of rail transportation to take the Mexicans from the Mexican 
border on into the interior. They have taken now, since I have been 
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in here, in this job, 197,000 or approximately $600,000 of railroad fare 
has been paid by the Mexican Government itself to take these fellows 
into the interior. I think I am entitled to say it is due to my associa- 
tion with these various officials, 

Mr. Youncer. Getting the Mexican Government to take care of 
their own responsibility 

Mr. Swine. You see, before, Mr. Younger, it was such a tremendous 
thing. They just flocked over at the rate of—well, a million a year. 
We have got it down to a controllable thing and the Mexican Govern- 
ment recognizes that and is helping us to keep it. 

Mr. Motionan. Mr. Plapinger, will you get back to our original 
subject? 

Mr. Puarincer. General, getting back to the question of trailers, 
the subcommittee has information that there was one trailer that was 
wrecked, right side bashed in, and was observed coming over the 
Brownsville bridge around September 6 or 7, and required extensive 
repairs in McAllen. Are you familiar with that, sir? 

r. Swine. It must have been the same trailer that I said had broken 
its hitch. It was my observation that it wasn’t bashed in. 

Mr. Piaprncer. When you do take official vehicles into Mexico, are 
there exterior insignia on the cars ? 

Mr. Swine. We have a certain amount of equipment there that has 
no Government insignia on it, because we do it at the request of Mexi- 
can officials. There has never been any vehicle taken in there that 
had its insignia covered up. All the trailers, if you will notice—I 
can speak directly to that. All those trailers along the border, wher- 
ever they are used, are, as you see, right as they came from the factory, 
and donot have insignia. They have no decal on them. 

Mr. Puapincer. Would there be any insignia on the vehicle—— 

Mr. Swine. None of the vehicles—we have expressly agreed that we 
will not put insignia on any of the vehicles which we have all along 
the border, not in the valley, but at every station along the border we 
have men with the cognizance of the Mexican ofliciale who are ever 
there and who drive Government vehicles which are not identified as 
United States official vehicles. 

Mr. Puarrincer. But none of these trailers have Government insig- 
nia on them anyway ? 

Mr. Swine. No. Now, I would like, if I might, Mr. Chairman, while 
I am talking about this, I hope the committee will allow us to con- 
tinue this thing of having this equipment over there without Govern- 
ment insignia. That is the only way we can put it there, and we 
break up a longstanding operation that has been going on since before 
I came in. 

Mr. Puaprncer. General, in connection with this hunting trip in 
early September, what kind of game was hunted ? 

Mr. Swine. That season at that time in Mexico was dove, white 
wing, ground dove and blue rock. 

Mr. Piapincer. Do you recall what your catch was? 

Mr. Swine. I didn’t recall, but I heard such fantastic figures bandied 
around that I had a call made to Brownsville to have the officer who 
was there, Mr. Amthor, when the game warden came around, and he 
reports 57 birds. 

Mr. Piarrncer. Were they taken back into the country ? 
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Mr. Swine. They were not taken back. They were given to the 
Mexicans. 

Mr. Puartncer. Do you recall any attempt by you or any of your 
party to obtain the proper hunting documents while you were hunt- 
ing outside of General Zamora’s jurisdiction ? 

Mr. Swine. I considered myself fully equipped with all the docu- 
ments. Might I say that, even while I was in the Army, I used to hunt 
a lot in Mexico all the time, and it never entered my head that we 
didn’t have all the proper documents. When it did, why of course, the 
officers took immediate steps to rectify the situation. 

Mr. Piapincer. Was there any attempt to obtain the permits in any 
other place, in Reynosa, for instance ¢ 

Mr. Swine. We had the proper documents for Reynosa. 

Mr. Puaprncer. That had been arranged for you by General 
Zamora. 

Mr. Swine. The Governor had arranged through this General 
Zamora. 

Mr. Motitonan. Were those documents in your possession ? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Mottonan. What did they consist of? Were they gun permits, 
a license to hunt; were they a letter permit? 

Mr. Swine. You have a gun permit and a license of some kind. 

Mr. Motnonan. Are they issued to each individual or to a party? 

Mr. Swine. I just don’t know. 

Mr. Motxronan. You would know about the one that was issued 
to you? 

Mr. Swine. They were all held by this one officer in charge. 

Mr. Mottonan. Who was that officer ? 

Mr. Swine. Mr. Amthor. 

Mr. Motionan. As far as you were concerned, you never saw the 
documents yourself. You just understood that Mr. Anthor had 
everything necessary. 

Mr. Swine. Either Mr. Amthor or Mr. Harrison. If you wanted 
to find out exactly what the documents were, Mr. Harrison would 
probably be the one to contact. He is the officer in charge across from 
Reynosa. 

(General Swing submitted copies of five permits to import firearms 
into Mexico issued to Messrs. Swing, Carnabiga Carter, Harrison, and 
Quandt. No hunting licenses were submitted. See appendix, p. —.) 

Mr. Puiapincer. Who arranged for the release of the guns, General ! 

Mr. Swine. The Governor directed—this is second-hand. The 
Governor directed, I am told, this game warden to turn the guns over 
to either Mr. Amthor, Mr. Hinton, or Mr. Wooley—one of the three—I 
don’t know which one. I will find out exactly which one got the guns 
back, if I may ? 

Mr. Praprneer. As I understand it, were you there—or do I under- 
stand you were not there when the guns were confiscated or when the 
game warden approached the camp? 

Mr. Swine. I was gone. I never saw the game warden. 

Mr. PLAPINGeR. Where had you gone? 


Mr. Swine. I was gone back up to the States by car. 
Mr. Piaprncer. You said you had been advised by a plane about the 
hurricane. This plane didn’t land ? 
dropped a note. 


Mr. Swine. It 
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Mr. Piaprncer. You don’t know the name of the game warden ? 

Mr. MarsHati. Dionicio Ochoa. 

Mr. Cuuporr. Would you mind spelling those Spanish names to 
the stenographer ¢ - 

Mr. Marsuau.,t The game warden’s name is D-i-o-n-i-c-i-o 
Q-c-h-o-a. Dionicio Ochoa. 

Mr. YouncEr. May I suggest that as long as the general is under 
oath, the other witnesses giving testimony would be under oath. 

Mr. Mottouan. It is probably satisfactory to do it, but I am taking 
the testimony as coming from Mr. Swing. 

Mr. Younger. They seem to be giving quitea bit. I thought as long 
as the general is under oath, the others ought to be. 

Mr. Mraper. How many of these hunting trips did you take into 
Mexico since the first one on Labor Day of 1955? 

Mr. Swine. Then again in November. 

Mr. Meaper. And can you—do you have any record of the dates that 
you went on these trips and the people that went with you and their 
positions ? 

Mr. Swine. I can get that for the committee. 

Mr. Meaper. Wouldn’t it save a lot of time if the general would com- 
pa a list of the dates of these trips, where they were, who went with 

im, and things like that ? 

Mr. Motitonan. What I was trying to do was get it all in the record 
this morning if we could. If we do this, it would take a while. 

Mr. Meaper. How long would it take to do that, General Swing? 

Mr. Swine. It would take a few minutes. 

Mr. Mzaper. As I get it, your testimony is that every time you took 
one of these hunting trips into Mexico, you had some official business 
connected with it. Isthat correct ? 

Mr. Swine. A great deal of official business; yes. 

Mr. Meaper. And the nature of that business was simply entertain- 
ment of Mexican officials and getting them acquainted with our officials, 
or was it something beyond that ? 

Mr. Swine. Beyond that. It was getting authority from them to do 
certain things down there. Like one of the great problems we have is 
this delayed birth certificate. In 1 county in Texas alone, there were 
over 8,000 delayed birth certificates issued last year. We know that 
the pattern shows about 40 percent of them are illegal. 

Another problem I had with the chief of police—we left this trailer 
down on hisranch. These men, instead of having to go back to Browns- 
ville every night, were around these little towns getting information 
to combat the statements of aliens in this country, that either they or 
their children were United States citizens and born here in this 
et 
Mr. Meaper. Your testimony is that these United States immigra- 
tion officials used that trailer while it was parked at the ranch for their 
“—e accommodations ? 

Mr. Swine. Yes, asa base from which to work. 

Mr. Prapincer. General, did you ever have any conversations with 
any game wardens on any of your hunting trips? 

Mr. Swine. Never. 

Mr, Puiarincrer. Was it ever reported to you that any of your 
border patrol people became intoxicated in Reynosa during efforts 
to obtain hunting permits? 
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Mr. Swine. No, sir. 

Mr. PraprNcer. Did you subsequently hunt whitewings on any 
of your other hunting trips? 

Mr. Swine. No, I was never back there in the whitewing season. 

Mr. Piaprrncer. As far as you know, did any of your parties ever 
get 750 whitewings ? 

Mr. Swine. No. 

Mr. Piaprncer. Where was this game kept, sir? 

Mr. Swine. It was kept in—you know, these things Pepsi-Cola 
makes and Coca-Cola—cooler boxes. They were kept in there with 
cracked ice. 

Mr. Puiaprneer. Is that Government property, sir? 

Mr. Swine. I don’t know whether they give them away. But you 
can buy them. 

Mr. Piapincer. Were these bought privately ? 

Mr. Swina. I don’t know where they came from. I know one of 
them was private. Like a picnic box. I know Mr. Harrison had one 
about so long and the others were of the same size, Coca-Cola or 
Pepsi-Cola. 

Mr. Piaprncer. You mentioned a trailer left on the ranch of a 
police chief. What is the police chief’s name? 

Mr. Swine. Solezzi. 

Mr. Puaprrncer. Was there any other trailer left in Mexico at any 
place ? 

Mr. Swine. Not that I know of. 

Mr. Piartncer. Do you know Don Simon Garcia? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Piapincrer. Was there a trailer left on Don Simon Garcia’s 
property ? 

Mr. Swine. No, but Garcia has a ranch right adjacent to Chief 
of Police Solezzi. 

Mr. Piarincer. When was the next trip after the Labor Day trip, 
sir ¢ 

Mr. Swrna. In November as I recall. 

Mr. Piaprncer. Where was that, sir? 

Mr. Swina. That was on the ranch of which you speak. 

Mr. Piapineer. On Solezzi’s ranch? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Piarrncer. And what did you hunt there, sir? 

Mr. Swine. We hunted ducks and geese, as I remember. 

Mr. Piapincer. Were the necessary permits obtained at that time, 
sir? 

Mr. Swine. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Piapincer. Was there any bag brought back? 

Mr. Swine. No, there wasn’t. 

Mr. Puarincer. Who was in the party at that time? 

Mr. Swine. I would say the same, with the exception of Colonel 
Quandt. I would say the same group. 

Mr. Youncer. Off the record. 

(Discussion off the record. ) 

Mr. Mottonan. On the record. 

I think what we should do is endeavor to come back here at 2 o’clock. 
The floor situation will be somewhat complicated this morning, possi- 
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bly to such an extent that we can’t continue. I think we should make 
an attempt to continue at 2 o’clock. Is there any objection? 

Mr. Mraper. I would like to suggest—I don’t know if General Swing 
can get these figures together before 2 o'clock; but if you could have 
a little memorandum, it would save some time. 

Mr. MoLionan. May I propound a question which you can take up 
with Mr. Marshall or with anyone else you need to discuss it with ’ 

If you could get together for us a memorandum which states the 
exact dates on which these hunting trips were taken in Mexico, the 
names of the people who were there, the period involved, as well as 
particular emphasis on the Mexican officials who might have been 
present, I think that would help. 

Mr. MrinsHauu. I probably won’t be able to be here this afternoon. 
I would like to ask one question. 

You mentioned there was a Colonel Quandt on these trips. Was 
there at any time any other Army officer on these trips ? 

Mr. Swine. Just this one occasion, Colonel Quandt. 

Mr. Minsuauu. He was the only one ? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Morioman. If there were any other hunting trips taken in 
Canada or New Hampshire, or any place else, I would like to have 
you spell them out as well, the dates and the people who were with 
you. I think that would help us considerably. 

Let us adjourn until 2 o’clock.

FURTHER TESTIMONY OF JOSEPH M. SWING, COMMISSIONER OF 
IMMIGRATION AND NATURALIZATION ; ACCOMPANIED BY E. DE- 
WITT MARSHALL, DEPUTY CHIEF, BORDER PATROL 


Mr. Motionan. General, yesterday at the time of recess, we asked 
that you give us certain information this morning if you had time to 
compile it, relative to the number of trips, those who were on the trips, 
where they were, and so forth. 

Mr. Swine. I got this up hurriedly and had it over here in time for 
the meeting, and I haven’t had a chance to check it too closely. But 
I think it is more or less accurate. I would have checked it last night, 
but then some more requests came for other information. And we 
have been pretty busy. 

Mr. Motionan. I understand. I think it would be well to read 
them off for the record. 

(The list of trips appears in the appendix, p. 64.) 

Mr. Motionan. The first one is November 13, 1954, Rouses Point. 

Mr. Swine. That is north of Rouses Point, it should be, it is across 
the line. 

Mr. Mottonan. Is that Canada? 

Mr. Swine. That is across the line, Canada. 

Mr. Minsnwatv. This list, then, Mr. Chairman, portrays all the 
visits he made both to Canada and Mexico? 

Mr. Moitionan. That is my understanding. 

Rouses Point is in Canada ? 

15 
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Mr. Swine. As I was leaving the chairman asked me about Canada 
and New Hampshire. I haven’t had occasion to hunt in New Hamp- 
shire, but I gave the trips to Canada and Mexico. 

Mr. Motxionan. This is Rouses Point, Canada? 

Mr. Swina. I said Rouses Point, N. Y., because I was met by the 
Canadian immigration officer right across the border from Rouses 
Point, and he took me, early in the morning, to a point on the Richelieu 
River, which runs into Lake Champlain. And I hunted there from 
daybreak to about noon, and he brought me back. 

Mr. Kiicore. You were in his company throughout this time and 
transported by him? 

Mr. Swine. We went to Montreal on preflight inspection and a con- 
ference with the head officials of the immigration and customs. And 
the group came back in the plane, and the officer who was a liaison 
officer from the northeast region who had driven up to Montreal 
picked me up at my hotel at 3 o’clock in the morning, and I came 
down in a Government car with him, and he dropped me off with the 
Canadian immigration oflicer at about 15 or 20 miles north of Rouses 
Point. And we went hunting until noon. Then the Canadian immi- 
gration officer brought me back over the border. 

Mr. Motxionan. For the purpose of the record, let me put this in, 
and then we will take up any questions that might follow by reason 
of these things. 

November 13, 1954: Crossed the border from Rouses Point, N. Y., 
into Canada. Purpose: Inspection of United States border installa- 
tions and conference with United States officials, including Member 
of Congress. 

Present, General Swing, Mr. Carter; present from Canada, one 
Canadian immigration official. 

Trip No. 2, September 3 and 4, 1955, Tamaulipas, Mexico. Purpose: 
Conference with Mexican officials. Present from the United States: 
General Swing, Mr. Carter, Colonel Quandt, Mr. Gilman, Mr. Harri- 
son, Mr. Amthor, Mr. Hinton, and Mr. Wooley. Mexicans present: 
Enrique Moreno Olaguibel, chief of Mexican border patrol; and 
Ricardo Solezzi, chief of police, Matamores. 

No. 3, September 30 to October 1, 1955. The name of the place is 
Assiniboia, Saskatchewan, Canada. Purpose: Conference on border 
problems with RCMP. Present from the United States: General 
Swing, Mr. Carter, Mr. Pilliod, and Mr. Farrell. Present on the part 
of Canada: Two RCMP officials. 

Trip No. 4, place, Tamaulipas, Mexico. Purpose: Conference with 
Mexican officials and inspection of Monterey Bracero Center. Present 
on the part of the United States: General Swing, Mr. Carter, Mr. Gil- 
man, Mr. Harrison, Mr. Amthor, Mr. Wooley, and Mr. Carnahan. 
Present on the part of Mexico: The same two who were present before. 

Mr. Swine. I gave all the Mexican officials on the seeond page, 
and I said several of them were present. 

Mr. Motiowan. Pablo Macias Hernandez, chief of customs, Mata- 
moros; Gonzalo Oropeza, assistant chief of customs, Matamoros; Ve- 
nustiano Guerra Garcia, Federal and State judge, Matamoros region; 
Dr. Pablo Balboa, Mexican Public Health Service; Antonio Guerra, 
Francisco Saenz, Emilio Carpio, and Luis Garza Soto, Mexican cus: 
toms officials. 
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Trip No. 5, January 12 to 15, 1956; place, Tamaulipas, Mexico. Pur- 
pose: Same as No. 2. Present on the part of the United States: Gen- 
eral Swing, Mr. Carter, Mr. Carnahan, Mr. Gilman, Mr. Harrison, 
Mr. Ball, and Mr. Wooley. Present on the part of Mexico: Two or 
more from the group mentioned before. (A corrected list was sub- 
mitted by General Swing on July 18, 1956; see appendix, p. 64.) 

Mr. Plapinger, will you continue ? 

Mr. Piarrncer. General, yesterday in discussing the first trip you 
said that you and another service official accompanying you were 
transported in Government vehicles, and you left Brownsville for 
Mexico early in September. And now I note here the date of that 
first trip is September 3. Is that correct, sir? Have you had a chance 
to check that date? 

Mr. Swine. It is either the 2d or 3d. I will check it definitely. 

Mr. Prarincer. And what was your itinerary at the time you left 
Brownsville—where was the first place to which you were going? 

Mr. Swine. At the place where we met with these other officials 
down below San Fernando. 

Mr. Piarrncer. Down below San Fernando. You mentioned also 
that you were going to meet with the Governor. That was your inten- 
tion at the time you started the trip ? 

Mr. Swine. The Governor had invited me and then sent word to 
Mexico City. 

— oF ager ray Was this word received by you before you started 
the trip ? 

Mr. Swine. Received at McAllen. 

Mr. Piarincer. You proceeded directly to someplace around San 
Fernando to hunt ? 

Mr. Swine. I don’t like to put it that way. I proceeded to meet 
with these gentlemen, and hunt also. 

Mr. Piarincer. But you proceeded to a hunting site; let’s put it 
that way. 
sae a I would rather put it I proceeded to a meeting place, 
if I may. 

Mr. Piaptncer. Was the meeting place the hunting site ? 

Mr. Swine. The meeting place was a place from which we could 
hunt; yes. 

Mr. Prapincer. And that was someplace around San Fernando; 
is that correct, sir ? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Puapincer. You said also you were accompanied by service offi- 
cials, as well as two Mexican officials, one of whom was identified as 
Mr. Solezzi, chief of police, Matamoros. Is that right, sir? 

Mr. Swine. He came there; he wasn’t with me. 

Mr. Piarrneer. He met you in San Fernando. Our information, 
sir, is that Mr. Solezzi is the chief of detectives in the Matamoros 
police. Are you aware that he is the chief of police? 

Mr. Swine. I was told he was the chief of police. 

Mr. Piaprncer. Would Mr. Marshall be able to help us ? 

Mr. Motxonan. Mr. Marshall, it occurs to me that you might be 
in this, very definitely. Would you mind being sworn ? 

you swear that the information you are about to give in the 
matter before the subcommittee will be the truth, the whole truth, 
and nothing but the truth ? 
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Mr. Marsnwatu. I do. 

Mr. Piarincer. Mr. Marshall, do you know Mr. Ricardo Solezzi’s 
precise title ? 

Mr. MarsHatu. He is at the present time chief of the secret service ; 
I guess it corresponds to a detective bureau, but it is on a regional 
basis rather than the municipal area which he had jurisdiction over 
when he was chief of police. That transfer in position has been 
effected recently ; I don’t know how recently; perhaps within the last 
couple of months. 

Mr. Piaprncer. Is he stationed in Matamoros ? 

Mr. MarsHau. Yes, sir. He covers the Matamoros area, or zone, 
rather than the city of Matamoros. 

Mr. Puaprncer. You stated also, General, I believe, that you re- 
mained in Mexico around a day and a half? 

Mr. Swine. Almost 2 days. 

Mr. Piarrneer. Almost 2 days. 

When you returned to Brownsville, who accompanied you, sir? Or 
did you return to Brownsville? 

Mr. Swine. In the car were Mr. Gilman, myself—— 
aes Piarincer. It would be easier if I asked you who was left 

rind. 

Mr. Swine. There were three officers left behind. 

Mr. Piarincer. Who were they, sir ? 

Mr. Swine. Hinton, Wooley, and Amthor. 

Mr. Piapinecer. Incidentally, is it A-n-t-h-e-r, or A-m-t-h-o-r? 

Mr. Marsuauu. A-m-t-h-o-r, Amthor. 

Mr. Prarincer. And the Mexican officials departed at the same 
time that you did, sir ? 

Mr. Swine. Possibly at the same time. 

Mr. Piaprncer. And were the three officials that you left behind 
left at the campsite ? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Piapincer. For what purpose, sir ? 

Mr. Swina. To come on later. 

As I told you, I think, yesterday, we received word that there 
was a hurricane coming up, and I wanted to get back, so I tried to 
get in ahead of it, and I almost succeeded. But the trailer could not 
come as fast—I believe I mentioned the hitch had been broken and 
was fixed up with a chain, or something, and we would have to travel 
very slowly. So we left the three to bring the trailer on by them- 
selves. 

Mr. Mottonan. How many vehicles, General Swing, were left be- 
hind? Thetrailer and the truck ? 

Mr. Swina. The trailer and the truck, and I believe, the jeep which 
Mr. Amthor keeps there all the time. 

Mr. Motionan. Just those two ? 

Mr. Swine. I will get a hold of Mr. Amthor and recheck that, but 
that is my recollection. (See appendix, p. 66.) 

Mr. Motionan. But as far as the camp is concerned, you broke 
camp at the same time, and the others were traveling more slowly, and 
you returned in a car? 

Mr. Swine. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Piarincer. When were the guns confiscated ? 
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Mr. Swine. The exact date I do not know. I didn’t learn about 
it until the matter came up later, and I didn’t pay any attention to 
the instant, because by the time I was informed of it, it had all been 
cleared up by the Governor. So I dismissed it from my mind. It 
was so inconsequential to me, there had been no violation of Mexican 
laws on my part, or the officers with me; we had the full cooperation 
and the knowledge of the Governor, who is—I think Mr. Kilgore 
knows the governors of those States have pretty good control over the 
whole situation, and the Governor took charge of the matter. 

Mr. Piarincer. But as far as you know, Amthor, Wooley, and 
Hinton departed ¢ 

Mr. Swine. I don’t know when they got back, Mr. Plapinger. I 
was under the impression that they would leave right after I left. 
It may have been—that hurricane came along, and it may have slowed 
them down, as far as I know. 

Mr. Piaprncer. Would Mr. Marshall know about it ? 

Mr. Swine. He wasn’t there. 

Mr. Marsuatu. I wouldn’t know. 

Mr. Motown. Is there anyone in the room that does know ¢ 

(No response. ) 

Mr. PuLarincer. How many guns were confiscated, do you know 
that? 

Mr. Swine. I was told, three—let’s say not confiscated, the guns 
were not confiscated. The game warden—I never saw him—attempted 
to confiscate them. He was directed very abruptly to release those 
guns to my officers by both the Governor and by the military com- 
mander of that district. 

Mr. Piapincer. There must have been some time element from the 
time—— 

Mr. Swine. There was an attempt on his part to confiscate the 
guns, but when a gun is confiscated it is taken away for keeps, but 
they were not taken away, they were released to the game warden, 
and when it came to the attention of the Governor, the Governor 
ordered the game warden to turn the guns back. 

Mr. Piarrncer. How much time elapsed between the time that the 
authority to possess the guns was questioned and the time that the 
Governor directed it? 

Mr. Swine. I really can’t say, because I never tried to inform my- 
self on the matter; I simply was informed of the fact that an attempt 
had been made, and the Governor had directed that 

Mr. Piarrncer. When you say “an attempt,” as far as you know, 
the guns were not taken from the three people? 

Mr. Swine. I didn’t say that. 

Mr. Priaprncer. I am not trying to put words in your mouth, I am 
just trying to find out what you are saying. 

Mr. Swine. I said, the game warden physically had the guns in 
his possession, I am sure of that. He told these officers that he was 
going to attempt to confiscate them. The officers reported the matter 
to the military commander and the Governor, and his preliminary 
seizure of the guns was immediately reversed. 

Mr. Mrnsuatu. Mr. Plapinger, I think the general impression or 
interpretation of the word “confiscation” is that it is a permanent 
taking away. 
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Mr. Pxarrineer. I have no quarrel with that, sir. I was just trying 
to find out what guns were taken physically. And I think the genera 
has answered the question. 

General, you said yesterday that you had left the hunting site 
before the time that the guns were taken, and that you had never 
talked or met the game warden, Dionicio Ochoa ¢ 

Mr. Swine. Further, I never saw the game warden. 

Mr. Piarrncer. We are particularly interested in that 

Mr. Swine. I will make that very definite statement, that I never 
saw the game warden, never spoke to him, and wouldn’t know him. 

Mr. Puapincer. I would just like you to know what our staff investi- 
gators were told by the game warden. 

Mr. Swine. I am not particularly interested, Mr. Plapinger, be- 
cause I know what a Mexican of that character would say, and if you 
care to put it in the record, it is all right with me. 

Mr. Puarincer. I would like you to know what we were told; that 
is one of the reasons why you are here, sir. 

Mrs. Grirrirus. Did you ever see the game warden ? 

Mr. Swine. I never saw him. 

Mrs. Grurrirus. Then how do you know what he would say? 

Mr. Swine. I know he was rather upset, because he expected the 
way the guns would be returned would be—he expected these officers 
to give him more—— 

Mrs. Grirrirus. How do you know that? 

Mr. Cuuporr. I think the game warden made an honest mistake. 
He was probably doing his duty, and I wouldn’t criticize, because if 
he was an American game warden he would probably do the same 
thing. 

Mr. Meaper. Do you have any evidence that he tried to put the bite 
on the officer, or are you assuming that from the general traits of 
character ? 

Mr. Swine. Let’s say it was an unwarranted assumption, that I 
am speaking of too much knowledge of their methods. 

Mr. Meaper. You have no evidence of that? 

Mr. Swine. No. 

Mr. Meaper. These officers didn’t tell you that he asked them 

Mr. Swine. I never asked them about it. 

Mr. Meaper. I didn’t think you would want to put in our record 
the charge—— 

Mr. Swina. No, let’s say that is unwarranted. 

Mrs. Grirrtrus. That you never saw him, and that you are judging 
this man upon your knowledge of people, is that right? 

Mr. Swine. Let’s say that I never saw him, and I wouldn’t judge 
him. 

Mrs. Grirrirns. You want to withdraw that statement altogether ? 

Mr. Swine. I never saw him, and I won’t judge his actions. 

Mrs. Grirrirus. I see. 

Mr. Priaprncer. Getting back to the question, Senor Ochoa told 
our investigator that he had talked with you immediately before the 
guns had been confiscated, and incidentally, he claimed that the guns 
were confiscated on the 17th of September, that you told him that 
permits had been arranged by General Zamora, but that two border 
patrolmen who had left to get the necessary permits had gotten drunk. 

Mr. Swine. I didn’t get that part. 
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Mr. Puapincer. That you told him that permits had been ar- 
ranged- 

Mr. Swine. That the two officers had gotten drunk? 

Mr. Piarinecer. That is right, two border patrol people you left in 
Reynosa to get the necessary permits had gotten drunk, and they also 
said you told me that the permits were aboard a circling plane which 
couldn’t land because of adverse weather conditions. And this is 
sheer falsehood ? 

Mr. Swine. I say sheer fantasy. 

Mr. Kircore. Let me ask something in that connection, if I might. 

General, is it possible that there could have been a subsequent hunt 
on the part of some of the Immigration people who were stationed 
in that area during this period of time around the 17th of September ? 

Mr. Swine. Yes, quite possible. 

Mr. Kineore. These trips 

Mr. Swine. But they wouldn’t have had those guns long, Mr. Kil- 
gore, but it is quite possible that he might have met with some others 
later. 

Mr. Cuuporr. Is it also quite possible that the men tried to make an 
impression on this game warden, and one of them identified himself 
as eet) Swing in order to push his way around, he said, “I am Gen- 
eral Swing,” and that is the situation ? 

Mr. Swine. I hadn’t thought of that, but I am afraid it might be 
possible. He might have thought to impress the fellow. 

Mr. Piarrneer. General, the staff was also told by the game warden 
at Reynosa that he had also learned about the intoxication of the two 
border patrolmen. Had you ever heard this? 

Mr. Swina. No, sir. There has been no report to me of misconduct 
of any of the men that I have—the men that I have below the border 
have been very particularly selected because of their sobriety, their in- 
telligence, and their dependability. And I would be shocked to get 
a report of such character. 

2g peace Senor Ochoa also told our investigator that you said 
you had hunted around Reynosa, but since little game was found there 
you moved down farther. 

Mr. Swine. No, I didn’t talk to him. I think I told you in the be- 
ginning, at McAllen, which is across from Reynosa, a man whose name 
I want to change—he was there in place of General Zamora at the time, 
there were so many Mexicans, because we intended and did cross over 
at Reynosa to go down there and hunt on this ranch, and that was to be 
the meeting place. And then word came back that there wasn’t any use 
of going there, and we came back over and went on down to Browns- 
ville on to the place where we did meet. 

Mr. Piaprncer. But there was no hunting done around Reynosa? 

Mr. Swine. No, sir. 

Mr. Piaptncer. General, do you have any scars on your arms? 

Mr. Swine. Scars on my arms? That is a curious question, but I 
don’t. Do you want me to disrobe ? 

Mr. Meaper. What is the significance of that question? Was the 
person he spoke of identified as having scars? 

Mr. Motxionan. I think in the interest of identifying the General 
better in acer of the statement that he was not present, as I sug- 
gested a while ago, it might be well to tell the General about the de- 
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scription that Senor Ochoa gave of the man he referred to as Swing. 

Mr. Priaprncer. The information I have is that whoever talked with 
Ochoa pointed to bullet marks on his arms and on his 

Mr. Swine. Let’s settle it. [Starts to take off coat. ] 

Mr. Motxionan. Don’t be ridiculous. 

Mr. Cuvuporr. What the committee is trying to do is tell you what 
this gentleman said. And it is apparently clear that somebody was 
trying to impress you—trying to impress the Mexican authorities in 
order not to lose the guns. 

Mr. Motionan. The only reason I asked to identify him was to 
protect you. I am merely trying to identify the person who imper- 
sonated you. I thought possibly by him telling you that this person 
had a wound on his arm, then some of these people present might have 
had such wounds. 

Mr. MarsHatu. I don’t believe either of the three have wounds on 
their arms. 

Mr. Pxarrncer. General, to your knowledge, was anybody detached 
from the party at any time to go to Reynosa to obtain any hunting 
permits, or to go to Reynosa for any purpose ¢ 

Mr. Swine. Not to my knowledge. As I said, I was confident that 
we had everything when I was right across there at Reynosa from this 
Mexican colonel’s name that I want to put in. 

Mr. Prapincer. Let me ask you another question. At any time 
during this trip was anybody detached from your party? You were 
all at the hunting site during all of the trip ? 

Mr. Swine. Well, let me be exact, if I may. We were a few miles 
from San Fernando, and I am quite sure we chipped in 

Mr. Piaprneer. I mean, other than that. 

Mr. Swine. We went up to get some beer, and so forth, at the store. 

Mr. PLAprncer. You did possess some hunting documents, did 
you not, sir, but they were not valid, as I understand, in this area. 

Mr. Swine. If you would bear with me, there were some documents 
gotten from this colonel at Reynosa. But I have hunted many times 
in Mexico. And when you are a guest invited there by the Governor 
of the State, it is not necessary to have documents. I could go down 
tomorrow without any documents and hunt in Tamaulipas, or in any 
other of the States along there, because I am known to the officials. 
The officers there did think they had some documents, but they weren’t 
necessary. 

Mr. Meraper. As I recall your testimony yesterday, General, you 
said you did not personally have the documents or see them, but some 
member of the party had some documents. 

Mr. Swine. I never saw a document, but I have full confidence that 
I was there with propriety. 

Mr. Meaper. And who was the member of the party that was to have 
possession of the documents ? 

Mr. Swine. I think Harrison would have been the one, because he is 
stationed there. (See appendix, p. 72.) 

Mr. Motionan. What is his title? 

Mr. Swine. He is the sector chief there at McAllen. 

Mr. Piarrnger. You referred to the damaged trailer, and we had 
some testimony on that yesterday. General, I mentioned to you that 
we had been informed that the trailer had a bashed-in side and required 
extensive repairs. You said as far as you knew—— 
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Mr. Swine. As far as I know, I would say that that is exactly right, 
because the trailer is there in use, and too, it did have some scratches 
from the edge of the road where it went against the mesquite, but I 
don’t think anyone—— 

Mr. Motionan. The hitch broke and the trailer did go off the side 
of the road; is that true ? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. And the mesquite scratched the side. I think I 
remarked that the hitches were weak on all those trailers, and they 
all have to be reinforced. 

Mr. Piaprncer. You never inquired further as to the extent of the 
damage? 

Mr. Swine. No. 

Mr. Piartncer. Do you have a record of the repair work on trailers ? 

Mr. Swine. I wouldn’t think so, because those trailers, as I said, get 
pretty rough treatment. I showed you some pictures yesterday; 
they take them out not only in Mexico in the mesquite, but in Texas, 
and they get pretty well scratched up, and I imagine they go back to 
the shop and get some paint daubed on them. 

Mr. Puartncer. Are there any records kept of this kind of vehicle 
maintenance ? 

Mr. Swine. I don’t believe there are any records kept. 

Mr. Prarincer. Our information is that the trailer was extensively 
damaged, and that it required a week in the repair shops at McAllen, 
being refinished. Is it possible to find that out for us ? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. 

(A list of materials purchased for repair of the trailer appears in 
the appendix, p. 76; see also Hennessy memorandum, p. 67.) 

Mr. Meaper. I wonder if Mr. Marshall has any knowledge about it. 

Mr. Swine. He wasn’t there. 

Mr. MarsHatu. Second hand. I talked to Mr. Amthor, who was 
driving the jeep, or whatever it was, when the hitch broke, and he 
said it was scratched, it had some paint scratched off the side of it. 

But as far as any extensive damage, he said there was none. And 
I have not checked on the extent of repairs; I took his word for it, 
I didn’t think it was necessary to check on the extent of the repairs 
in McAllen. 

Mr. Piartncer. General, do you know whether there was any hunt- 
ing done after you left ? 

Mr. Swine. I don’t believe there could have been, because, as I say, 
this hurricane hit almost immediately. I just got into Brownsville 
ahead of it. 

Mr. Meaper. If I might interrupt, General, your statement here 
shows that you were there on the 3d and 4th of September 1955, and 
left ahead of the hurricane, and did not return to Mexico: at least for 
hunting, until November. 

Mr. Swine. Yes, sir; that is correct. 

Mr. Meaper. That is correct ? 

Mr. Swine. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Mraper. Now, you left behind the three officers. And I gath- 
ered from the questions counsel has been asking you that this episode 
about the confiscation of the guns occurred on the 17th of September ? 

Mr. Swine. I don’t know when it occurred. That may be the date. 
I know it was after I left. 
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Mr. Mraper. In any event, on the 17th of September you were not 
in Mexico, and whether or not these officers remained from the 4th of 
September, when you left Mexico, until the 17th, the date on which 
there seems to be some information that the confiscation occurred, you 
don’t know ? 

Mr. Swine. I am sure that there were men down there that long, 
they are in and out all the time. 

Mr. Meaper. That would be almost 2 weeks ? 

Mr. Swine. But I don’t have any personal knowledge of whether 
they stayed there or whether they went back, or how they happened 
to be there on the 17th, if they were. 

Mr. Meaper. If the 17th was the date, you don’t know how they 
happened to be there on the 17th? 

Mr. Puaprncer. As far as you know, they broke camp almost im- 
mediately after you left, within a day or two? 

Mr. Swine. That is correct. 

Mr. Meaper. Incidentally, General, did you leave the guns that you 
were personally using, you and whoever went back with you, at the 
camp? 

Mr. Swine. All the guns, we left all the guns. 

Mr. Meaper. You didn’t take any guns with you when you went 
back to the United States? 

Mr. Swine. No. 

Mr. MinsHatu. Who owned the guns? Whose guns were they? 

Mr. Swine. They belonged to the persons I listed there, the party. 

Mr. Mrnsuau. None of it was your personal equipment? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. But I just didn’t want to be bothered with it, 
and I leave a gun down in the valley, and I thought they would bring 
it out—I have got several guns, at I just leave it down, don’t bother 
taking) it out. 

Mr. Piaprrncer. I understand yesterday it was mentioned that three 
guns were taken. 

Mr. Swinc. That is the number that was mentioned to me. 

Mr. Puaprncer. Were there more than three guns in the party? 

Mr. Swine. Yes, sir; there were nine guns. And all the guns there 
were, I don’t know why he picked three guns, I guess it was symbolic. 

Mr. Piarrncer. Symbolic? 

Mr. Swinc. He took 3 guns just to show that he could take them, 
for there were 9 guns at the time. 

Mr. Meaper. You mean, September 3 and 4? 

Mr. Swine. When I left, all the guns that were there were to come 
out with this truck and trailer. Three of them—at the time, three 
of them were held by this game warden; the story as repeated to me 
was that he just took three guns for some reason, I don’t know why 
he didn’t take them all. 

Mr. Meaper. The account you heard of that episode was that there 
were 9 guns, but the warden only took 3, and there were 6 he didn’t 
take ? 

Mr. Swine. That is right. 

Mr. Meaper. You don’t know whether he happened to get your gun ? 

Mr. Swine. I don’t know what guns were there. 

I will get that statement from Mr. Amthor, as to whether or not 
this man asked for a bribe; I will get a sworn statement from him, 

(Sworn statement of Adolph Amthor, see appendix, p. 67.) 
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Mr. Piapincer. The game warden also tells our investigator, as was 
mentioned yesterday, that there were 750 whitewings that he counted 
in the refrigerator, or chest, and I recall yesterday you said that was 
untrue. 

Mr. Swine. That is perfectly ridiculous. Such birds as we had, I 
I said we had in little picnic boxes, with cracked ice on them at the 
time, and we had 8 more of them, and the count was 57. 

Mr. Meapver. You are talking about the 3d and 4th of September, 
aren’t you? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Meaper. You wouldn’t know how many birds might have been 
shot between then and the 17th, would you? 

Mr. Swine. I wouldn’t know, but I could make a very good guess 
that that hurricane drove them all south, which it does the minute the 
hurricane comes in, the migratory whitewing and dove just evaporate. 
And I really would say it would be ridiculous to think that anyone of 
that party could have had 750 birds. 

Mr. Puiapincer. General, you said that the hurricane drove them 
south. Did they not return to Brownsville, or did they go further 
in Mexico? 

Mr. Swine. They would keep on going south. 

Mr. Meaper. He is talking about the birds. 

Mr. Piarineer. I believe also, sir, that you said that the birds were 
given to Mexicans. Are these the members of the party ? 

Mr. Swine. Always when a group like that comes around, out of 
the mesquite from no place come these camp followers, and you give 
them old clothes and birds, and a few pesos, and various other things. 

Mr. Puarrnecer. Sir, are you familiar with the Mexican limit on 
the shooting of whitewings? 

Mr. Swine. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Piapineer. What is that, sir ? 

Mr. Swine. It is 20a day. 

Mr. Piaprncer. Per person? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Puapincer. Addressing ourselves to the second trip for the 
minute, I believe you said yesterday that you knew Don Simon Garcia ? 

Mr. Meaper. You are not speaking of the second trip listed on this 


paper ¢ 

Mr. Cuuporr. The second trip to Mexico. 

Mr. Meaper. On November 4. 

Mr. Piartncer. The second trip to Mexico that the general listed 
on the outline, I believe it is referred to as November 4 to 6. 

Do you know, sir, that he is an American citizen ? 

Mr. Swine. I don’t know whether he is or not. 

Mr. MarsHatu. I don’t believe he is, sir. He has a very large ranch- 
ing interest within 50 kilometers of the border, and foreigners are not 
allowed to own property. 

Mr. Swine. I don’t know him that well, to know whether he is an 
American citizen or not. I think he would have told me. az 

Mr. Piarrncer. Do you know whether he is an American citizen, 
General, or Mr. Marshall ? 

Mr. Marsuatt. That I do not know. 

Mr. Swine. I think he would have told me. 











26 IMPROPER USE OF GOVERNMENT EQUIPMENT AND PERSONNEL 





Mr. Mottonan. Let’s get back to this first trip, because, frankly, I 
am a little confused, and I think we all are, shout timing and the 
purpose of that trip. 

_ General, I would like to ask you some questions with reference to it, 
in order to get the chronology and sequence of events in my own mind 
before the committee. 

As I understand, you arrived at the camp site on September 3. 
Now, let us go back before that. When did you decide that such a 
meeting would be helpful, 2 weeks, or a month—I just want to get 
before us some sequence of the events. 

Mr. Swine. Well, I would have to go back through my thinking. 
And I couldn’t give an exact date, because I have been trying to have 
these meetings all along the border between people, and I have a stand- 
ing invitation to go down there. 

Mr. Moiionan. It wasn’t a spur-of-the-moment decision, that is 
something that you have been giving a great deal of consideration to, 
and there have been a great deal of conversations about it prior to i 
your decision to go? 

Mr. Swine. Yes; because the word was given to Mr. Harrison to 
make the contacts. 

Mr. Motionan. As I understand it, you decided to make the trip, 
and then you tried to do it on or about the 1st of September. Now, as 
I understand your original statement, you had originally intended or 
contemplated a hunt near the border. Is that true? 

Mr. Swinea. Near Reynosa and McAllen. 

Mr. Motxrowan. Near Reynosa and McAllen. Now, that is, as I 
understand it, very close to the border. 

Mr. Swine. The place that we would have hunted? Very close. 

Mr. Motionan. Twenty miles, twenty-five miles ? | 
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Mr. Swine. I don’t recall. It is some such distance, I don’t recall. 

Mr. Motionan. Well, Reynosa is a border town; is it not? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. But we were going south of Reynosa, Mr. Chair- 
man, to General Zamora’s ranch, which is—I don’t know—25 or 30 or 
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Mr. Motxionan. It is 20 or 30 miles within | 
Mr. Swine. It is some distance below the border. The mileage had ! 
nothing to do with the decision where to go. . 

Mr. Mottonan. And you had been invited to be present there, as I 
understand, by the chief of the Mexican Border Patrol and the chief 
of police of Matamores ? 

Mr. Swine. I didn’t invite anybody. Let us say that these gentle- 
men all along were aware that I would be down about that time. I 
hoped that they would come and talk with me, and they did. 

Mr. Motitonan. Well, then, we are changing the order of this thing. 
You originally intended to have a hunting trip, and expected to have 
those people in as your guests during the time that you were there. I 
had originally understood that you had arranged this thing for a 
formal conference or series of conferences with Mexican officials. 

Mr. Swina. No, I hadn’t invited them as my guests, Mr. Chairman. 
They were to meet wherever it was decided by them would be a good 
place to meet, and while we were meeting, we would also hunt. And 
we also proceeded individually to arrive at the same point. 

Mr. MottoHan. When was the decision made to change from the 
original hunting site to the one at San Fernando? 
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Mr. Swine. The day before. 

Mr. Mottonan. That would be on September 2, then. Were you 
in Brownsville at that time? 

Mr. Swine. No, McAllen. 

Mr. Motionan. You were in McAllen on September 2, and your in- 
formation about the change in camp site came to you there, and you 
proceeded directly from McAllen to San Fernando? 

Mr. Swine. I came back from McAllen to Brownsville, and crossed 
and went on down to San Fernando. 

Mr. Mottonan. You never went to the original camp site, at all? 

Mr. Swine. I went almost to it, and the trailer and the other officers 
were over there, and they came down from the other side. I went 
back to Brownsville the next day. 

Mr. Mottonan. Then you went directly from Brownsville to San 
Fernando? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Motionan. Now, who went from Brownsville with you? Did 
Mr. Carter go with you? 

Mr. Swine. Mr. Carter, Colonel Carter 

Mr. Motxonan. And you went by car, as I understand? 

Mr. Swine. I went by car. There were four of that group in the 
car. 

Mr. MotioHan. Well, if you were going to have a conference with 
these people on the matters relating to closer cooperation on the 
border or discharging responsibilities along the border, would it not 
be more appropriate to have them in Texas as your guests, or in 
the United States as your guests, instead of going into their country 
and having them as guests? 

Mr. Swine. I had them at McAllen, it must have been 6 or 7 of 
them in there. And I considered myself their guest in going back 
over on the other side. They have been over to see me other times 
on the north side of the border, and I had gone over to see them. 

Mr. Motionan. Now, General, you considered yourself their guest 
at their camp. But as I understand it, you took a trailer and equip- 
ment from our border patrol and set up a camp. The camp was 
entirely your camp, was it not? 

Mr. Swine. They didn’t use my camp. They used their own. 

Mr. Mo.tionan. How is that? 

Mr. Swine. As I say, the camp was set up for us. 

Mr. Mottonan. Did they have facilities there, also? 

Mr. Swine. They had their own. 

Mr. Motionan. What sort of facilities did the chief of the Mexican 
Border Patrol have? 

Mr. Swine. I don’t recall that he stayed overnight, he simply 
came down and talked with us and shot and left. 

Mr. MortiroHan. What about the chief of police of Matamoros? 
What facilities did he have? 

Mr. Swine. He had his own sleeping equipment, what we call a 
*paulin, and canvas. 

Mr. Motironan. Was there any mention at all by any of those 
officers, particularly Mr. Amthor, of the documents, licenses, permits, 
or whatnot that might be necessary in hunting in Mexico? Was 
there never any discussion about that at all? 
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Mr. Swine. There was no discussion at all about it. 

Mr. Motionan. Did you ever have, on any of your trips in Mexico, 
General, gun permits or licenses ? 

Mr. Swine. I never had a piece of paper in my own possession. 

Mr. Motionan. At any time? 

Mr. Swine. At any time. 

Mr. Motionan. On no previous occasion or since, you have always 
accepted that as long as you were the guest of the Mexican officials 
that you needed nothing more than the—— 

Mr. Swine. Now, others may have had some papers, but personally 
I never bothered to get a paper or felt that it was necessary to have one. 

Mr. Motionan. General, did you have any knowledge that any other 
member of your party had documents or permits which authorized 
you to hunt? 

Mr. Swine. I think I stated previously that Mr. Harrison undoubt- 
edly had some documents. 

Mr. MotioHan. Well, General, I don’t say that we won’t accept the 
“undoubtedly,” but I am just wondering if you couldn’t say whether 
you had any knowledge of whether he had such documents. 

Mr. Swine. I would think that he had some documents. 

Mr. Moittonan. Again I say we would accept the “undoubtedly” or 
“T think,” either, but I would like to have a * xt or “no,” if you can. 
Did Mr. Harrison indicate to you that he had 

Mr. Swina. I know that before we went down there that the matter 
was discussed, and I was told that everything would be in order, and 
that if that implied they had documents they had documents. The 
only question I was asked was, “Is everything shipshape ?” 

Mr. MotxioHan. Now, gentlemen, who took the trailer down, and 
from where was the trailer taken? Did Mr. Amthor take the trailer? 

Mr. Swine. I think Mr. Amthor took the trailer from McAllen. 

Mr. Motionan. When did he take it down? Did he take it on the 
3d? Was it there, was the camp set up and pitched when you arrived ? 

Mr. Swine. He took it down the night before. 

Mr. MotioHan. He took it down presumably on September 2? 

Mr. Swine. Either the 2d or the 3d. 

Mr. Motitonan. He and the other two men, possiety, Mr. Hinton 
and Mr. Wooley, were traveling together, were they not? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Motionan. Now, as I understand it, Mr. Amthor is in charge 
of the border patrol on the Mexican side, our border patrol on the 
Mexican side ? 

Mr. Swine. He is in charge of investigation on the other side. 

Mr. Mottonan. And he is stationed—where does he work out of; 
does he work out of McAllen ? 

Mr. Swine. No; he works out of Brownsville. 

Mr. Motionan. Now, to your knowledge, when you left—and you 
were there, as I understand it, on September 3 and 4, those 2 days— 
did you travel down on September 3 and hunt in the afternoon ? 

r. Swine. It was a full day. 

Mr. Motionan. You went down possibly on the night before, on 
September 2? 

Mr. Swine, I went down very early in the morning. 

Mr. Motitouan. On September 3 ? 

Mr. Swine. Very early. 
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Mr. Motionan. And after September 3—— 

Mr. Swine. I got there well before daylight. 

Mr. Mor1ionan. When did the Mexican officials arrive? Were they 
there on the 3d, or did they come on the 4th ? 

Mr. Swine. They came the next day. 

Mr. Motionan. They came the day after you arrived. And they 
were there on the 4th only ? 

Mr. Swine. That is correct. 

Mr. Motionan. And just those two men—I believe you expected 
the Governor, but he didn’t arrive because of conferences ? 

Mr. Swine. I thought more were coming later on; I expected to 
stay another day or two. 

Mr. Motionan. Then, you left on the morning of the 5th, or on the 
evening of the 4th ? 

Mr. Swine. I left on the morning of the 5th, early in the morning. 

Mr. Moitionan. As I understand it, that was the day the hurricane 
was supposed to break, on the 5th and 6th. And it was your under- 
standing that Mr. Amthor and the other two men that were with him 
were to leave immediately after him ? 

Mr. Swine. As soon as they could get ready. 

Mr. Motionan. In the event they maintained the camp later, car- 
ried it through to September 17, say, you would have knowledge of 
that ; wouldn’t you, General ? 

Mr. Swine. I think they would have reported if they had stayed 
there until the 17th. 

Mr. Motionan. Would it have been possible for 3 men out of our 
border patrol to take 2 weeks off of their regular assignments along 
the border and absent themselves and be at a camp for that period 
of time? 

Mr. Swine. No; it wouldn't. 

Mr. Motionan. And as far as you were—— 

Mr. Swine. No, I don’t know, but I would presume that is not so. 

Mr. Motionan. As far as you know, the camp was not activated 
again on or about September 17 ? 

Mr. Swine. As far as I know; no. 

Mr. Motionan. Did you leave your gun, the gun that you were 
hunting with; did you leave that at the camp? Or was it your per- 
sonal gun? And you left it at the camp; you didn’t take it back to 
the car ? 

Mr. Swine. That is right. 

Mr. Motionan. Is it possible that it was one of the guns that was 
confiscated, or do you know for certain that it was not? _ 

Mr. Swine. I know that three of the guns were. 

Mr. Mottonan. And I assume they were shotguns ? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Motionan. You know nothing about the leaving—the substi- 
tuting of another trailer for the one that was damaged; so far as you 
know there was no substitution of a trailer; that trailer was brought 
directly back to McAllen for repairs, and it was repaired there at 
McAllen—repairs to the hitch, or whatever repairs might have been 
necessary ? 

Mr. Swine. So far as I know. 
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Mr. Moxtitonan. There was some mention yesterday of the ranch 
owned by the chief of police of Matamoros, and on which you parked 
a trailer at a later deat 

Mr. Swine. Mr. Solezzi. 

Mr. Motitouan. What is the size of that ranch; do you know? 

Mr. Swine. I don’t know. 

Mr. Motionan. Mr. Marshall, do you know? 

Mr. Marsuatu. No, sir; I don’t know. 

Mr. Motionan. Where is it located ¢ 

Mr. Swine. It is about 6 or 7 miles south. 

Mr. Marsa. I don’t know. 

Mr. Motionan. It is between McAllen, then, and San Fernando? 

Mr. Swine. Between Brownsville and San Fernando. 

Mr. Motionan. Between Brownsville and San Fernando. 

I believe you said there was one trailer that was parked there from 
November until January ¢ 

Mr. Swine. The exact date I don’t know, but it was there for 
several months. 

Mr. Motionan. Yesterday we had information to the effect that 
there was a border patrol trailer parked, if not right beside, very close 
to the ranchhouse of Don Simon Garcia. Is that another trailer? 

Mr. Swine. To my knowledge, there has been no border patrol 
trailer parked next to Don’s. They reported to me that they might 
keep that trailer down to work out of ans from this secure place of 
the chief of police, or chief of detectives, or whatever it is, place the 
trailer on his ranch. 

Mr. Cuuporr. Will the chairman yield for one question ? 

Mr. Motionan. Certainly. Go ahead. 

Mr. Cuuporr. Didn’t you keep a log on these trailers, as to where 
they are? 

Mr. Swine. They are scattered all over the country, and we keep 
a log on where they are based; they go out 

Mr. Cuuporr. Don’t you keep a record of when they leave and when 
they come back? 

Mr. Swine. I am quite sure the record will show on this trailer— 
there was only one trailer down there that was parked at the time 
stated. 

Mr. Cuuporr. I would just like to make an observation. Every- 
body is guessing around here, and I felt that in view of the fact that 
we were trying to get at the facts, that, where they can be substantiated 
by the records, the records ought to be produced. 

I would say, General, that it appears to me that about 50 percent of 
your testimony is something you are trying to recall, or guessing, or 
somebody else knows about. I am not criticizing you, but we are not 
getting anywhere; just wasting a lot of time. 

Mr. Swine. I am sure they will have a record. 

Mr. Cuuporr. I am sure that the border patrol operates as do a 
lot of other Government agencies, and I know that the other agencies 
keep records and logs, and maybe it would be well to produce them, 
so we would know exactly where the trailers were at the time, so 
that it would be absolutely impossible for this trailer to be parked 
where the Mexicans say it was parked. 

Mr. Motzonan. Have you ever hunted on the estate or the ranch 
of Don Simon Garcia ¢ 
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Mr. Swine. Yes, sir; I have. 

Mr. Motitonan. When wasthat? Was that in November, General ! 

Mr. Swine. That would be the 

Mr. Motxionan. The second trip into Mexico, November 4 and 6. 

You are certain that there was no trailer left out or near his 
ranchhouse ? 

Mr. Swine. I am certain of that. 

Mr. Piaprncer. Do I understand, sir, that yesterday you said the 
second trip you hunted on Solezzi’s ranch rather than Don Simon 
Garcia’s? 

Mr. Swine. No; I said the matter came up of where the trailer 

was parked. The trailer was kept from November until sometime 
in January on Mr. Solezzi’s 

Mr. Praprncer. Does Mr. Solezzi have more than one farm or ranch? 

Mr. Marshall, would you know? 

Mr. Marsuaty. I do not know, sir. Many Mexicans have more 
than one ranch. 

Mr. Motionan. Gentlemen, can you come back at 1 o’clock? This 
legislative program of ours has us messed up. 

“Mr. Swine. I think the important question you would like to know 
is, Where was that trailer left, with whom, and under whose guar- 
dianship ? 

Mr. Motionan. That is one of the questions at the present time. I 
am sure you can find that out for us. The information we have, Gen- 
eral, is that the trailer was left there from early in November until 
early in January very near the ranchhouse of Don Garcia, and it is 
your understanding that it was not left there, it was left on the farm 
or ranch of Solezzi? 

Mr. Swine. That is correct. Mr. Solezzi is the one who guaranteed 
to protect it. (See appendix, p. 67.) 

Mr. Jounson. General, for the purpose of identification—you might 
remember the location of the ranch much better—on the ranch of Don 
Garcia there are two rather large lakes. Do you recall hunting there? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Jounson. It was at that location that Don Simon said that the 
trailer had been parked. This is on the Ranch El Tejon, some 10 
miles north of San Fernando. 

Mr. Swine. I know. The trailer was not left there; I know that 
positively. 

Mr. Jounson. You would say that Don Simon was making an in- 
correct statement ? 

Mr. Swine. I would say that that trailer was not parked there from 
November to January, it was taken and put on Mr. Solezzi’s ranch 
right by his house w here he had a man he guaranteed to look out for 
it to see that these other officers of mine, when they went back on their 
work, would have a place to operate. 

Mr. Jounson. The information that we have is that Mr. Solezzi 
has a farm between Matamoros and Reynosa not far from the border: 
that is, between the Reynosa-Matamoros Highway and the Rio Grande 
River, and it is a small farm. 

Mr. Swine. That isn’t the location. 

Mr. Jounson. I was just wondering if you might be mistaken as 
to the location; it is a pretty big country down there. 
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Now, also, we were taken to a spot where your camp was supposed 
to have been located on El Tejon, I would say it was about 7 miles 
farther away from the road than the hacienda itself. 

Mr. Swine. That is right. 

Mr. Jounson. And there was a dry lake on which the plane was 
landed, and an area adjacent to it where the camp was actuatle located. 
This was located, according to our information, on Hacienda Tejon. 

Mr. Swine. That is on Don Garcia’s ranch. 

Mr. Jounson. And this is the same ranch 

Mr. Swine. That isn’t where the trailer was left, the trailer was 
taken and put on this official’s 

Mr. Jounson. The information, then, that the trailer was brought 
to El Tejon in the middle of or late November, when you hunted at that 
time, and that the trailer was left there until late Disember or early 
January, would be incorrect? 

Mr. Shwe. That is absolutely incorrect. The trailer was there— 
that is where I went on the second trip, and that is where I camped, 
and when we left the trailer was taken to the chief of police’s ranch. 

Mr. Mottonan. Who took it, General, Mr. Amthor ? 

Mr. Swine. Mr. Amthor. 

Could I just clear up one other thing, because we are all being heard. 
I read that letter last night. We do not have two helioplanes—— 

Mr. Motiouan. General, could we leave that until 1 o’clock, because 
we are very hurried 

Mr. Swine. To show you how this information gets around, we 
do not have two helioplanes. There is a civilian that loans another 
one down there. I am sure many of the flights that his plane took are 
mixed up with the flights of my own plane which went one time. 

Mr. Motionan. We will adjourn for 15 minutes. 

(A short recess was taken.) 

Mr. Motionan. The committee will come to order, since there is a 
quorum present. 

General, you were in the midst of a response. It was necessary for 
me to interrupt your explanation. Would you like to continue 

Mr. Swine. I was asked for some data on the two helicopter planes 
that we are reputed to have. We only have one plane. A civilian 
has one on the same field there at Brownsville, and I think possibly 
there has been some confusion as to dates and flights out of there. 

Could I tell you why I have one helicopter plane ? 

Mr. Motionan. Yes. 

Mr. Swine. I went along the border with my border patrol when I 
first came in and they are probably the most interpid i ers of light 
planes in the country. They fly thine little Cubs and Cessnas about 
100 feet from the ground. They slow them down to the very slowest 
speed they can manipulate, and they form part of the team that goes 
out on task forces to try to intercept these illegal entries. They fly 
over the mesquite and over all that ene T ey can pick up foot- 
prints in the sand and they catch up with the illegal alien. They have 


a loudspeaker in the plane and in 9 they direct him to the jeep 


where he is picked up. That is briefly the system. 

Since I have been here, we have had four fatalities in these light 
planes. When I started, there were 12 pens and 4 fatalities is a pretty 
high percentage. So I have been looking around for a safer plane. 
We got this one helicopter or helioplane, it is called. We have had it 
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since last September. It was taken down along the border. It can 
fly and maintain its altitude at 35 miles an hour. It flies right over 
freight trains and can look down and holler over the loudspeaker to 
illegals that they can see in the train and tell them to jump off and 
report to a place over the road and follow them over there and pick 
them up. 

I have asked that that plane be logged. It has been all over the 
border and flown practically every member of that border patrol air 
arm. There were most conflicting reports from the operators as to 
whether it was safer, even though it can fly at 35 miles an hour. 

I will put this whole thing in the record that was asked for. 

The plane has a very ieee makeup. There are things that come 
out of the front of the wings when the plane slows down that bang 
down and it changes the equilibrium. Some of these pilots didnt’ like 
it, the few that we asked about it. The firm that is making it guar- 
antees it can fly at 35 miles an hour and ram into a brick wall and the 
crew will come out alive. 

As I say, that thing had been flying back and forth and around, and 
last January, we han’t come to any decision whether I would ask the 
Congress for any more or not in appropriations. 

On one trip down there you will see on January 14, I asked my 
senior pilot, the man in charge of all the aircraft, to go with me and 
he flew me and put it through all its paces. At that time, I did land 
in Mexico. That is the only time that I know of that the plane has 
been down there. That is January 12, and it landed down on this 
ranch that the counsel spoke of. 

Mr. Motionan. Is that Don Garcia’s ranch ? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Meapver. Did you go hunting that time, General ? 

Mr. Swine. Yes, the plane left and I also went hunting. 

Mr. Meaper. You had one more in Mexico June 20, 1956, at Tampico. 

Mr. Swine. That was not hunting. That was simply a routine 
flight as they were looking for strips, concealed strips, around Tam- 

ico. 
: Mr. Meaper. In other words, you took the helioplane hunting once. 
Or rather you went down by plane, the plane didn’t stay there, and 
went back to the base ? 

Mr. Swine. That is right. 

Mr. Meaper. Is the statement in the letter of the cost of the plane 
approximately correct ? 

{r. Swine. That was about $26,000. 

After that flight, I talked it over with Pilliod and we decided not 
to ask for any more of these planes. I feel badly about it. We went 
ahead and got Super Cubs and just about 3 weeks ago one ran into a 
Super Cub flying at 100 feet ; it suddenly went straight up, slid off, and 
2 patrolmen were killed. 

We thought at first it was the pilot’s error but the CAA investigated, 
and found it was a mechanical error in the Super Cub. It was a 
brandnew one, just checked out and brought down. Because of that 
accident, all Super Cubs have been grounded until the mechanical 
defect is corrected. 

Mr. Meaprer. Were those 2 pilots in addition to the 4 you mentioned ? 

Mr. Swine. No, those were the last 2; in 2 years, now, we have had 
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2 fatalities. We have had other crashes in which the planes have been 
demolished but the men came out of it. 

Mr. Meaper. Were the other 2 that were killed earlier killed in the 
same plane, in 1 crash, like this? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. 

I say $26,000 is a lot more than $8,000 or $9,000 that the regular Cub 
costs, but when I debated on whether or not we should have them, I 
think 

Mr. Mottonan. How many Super Cubs do you have now? 

Mr. Swina. I don’t have the list here. 

Mr. Motionan. That is, this last purchase ? 

Mr. Swine. I think we got 3 or 4. I will have to fill it in in the 
record. 

Mr. Meaper. While you are doing that, would you give us the 
other planes that you have, too ? 

Mr. Swina. We have Cubs, Cessnas, this one helioplane, Beavers, 
and then the larger planes that we use, 2 C-47’s and 3 C-46’s. 

Mr. Meaper. I thought when you were giving us a list of the planes, 
you could give us a complete list of all of them for the record. (The 
list appears in the appendix, p. 66.) 

Mr. MoLionan. Compre are there any additional comments you 
would like to make at the moment about any of these other statements 
incorporated in the letter to Mr. Brownell ? 

Mr. Swine. I thought most of them had been covered. 

Mr. Motionan. I just wanted to be sure. 

Mr. Swina. I also would like to state for the record that these trips 
have been, and the main purpose is to establish friendly relations and 
get cooperation from the Mexican officials, and particularly in the 
lower valley, which has been the most difficult part of the whole opera- 
tion to clean up. It was where we had the least amount of coordina- 
tion, where the greatest number of illegal entrants were made and 
where, since I have been here, we have had the most difficult time. 

Now, I feel we have very friendly relations, and little things come up. 

Mr. Motxionan. Off the record. 

(Discussion off the record.) 

Mr. Motionan. On the record. 

Mr. Meaper. General Swing, there is one item, item 9 in the letter, 
which I don’t think there has been any testimony about. That is 
bringing these house trailers up for Operation Alert from somewhere 
down in Texas and Florida up to Washington. 

Mr. Swina. May I go off the record? 

Mr. Motionan. Yes. 

(Discussion off the record.) 

Mr. Motionan. On the record. 

Mr. Meaper. Yesterday, I suggested to the chairman that it might 
be well if we had a memorandum on the trailers. I think you said you 
presented it as a request to the Appropriations Committee and it was 
approved, and I thought we might like to have in our record how 
many trailers you bought, how much they cost, and so on? 

Mr. Swine. I have that right here, with their locations. It is short. 
It can be read into the record. 

Mr. Loughran will read it. 

Mr. Lovucuran. We have a total of 29 trailers. They were pur- 
chased in the usual manner by solicitation of bids. The main suc- 
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cessful bidder was the Travel-Light Trailer Company of Texas at 
Forth Worth, Tex. 

Mr. Meaper. Was this a procurement you did yourself, or does GSA 
do it? 

Mr. Loucuran. No, we do it by soliciting bids on this type. 

Mr. Moxtionan. Just for information, why on this type? 

Mr. Loueuran. On cars, trucks, and so forth, you go through GSA 
on that. 

Mr. Motionan. But if you want a trailer or something like that, 
you handle that indepedently of GSA. 

Mr. Minsuat. Is that because it is a special-purpose vehicle? 

Mr. Loueuran. I don’t know the reason. It probably is a special- 
purpose provision. 

Mr. Motionan. That is in accordance with plans that have been 
developed by GSA? 

Mr. Tonetnarn: Yes; on procurement we follow their manual com- 
pletely. 

We have 10 of those trailers at McAllen, 4 at Chula Vista, 3 at El 
Centro, 2 at Tucson, 3 at Marfa, 1 at Yuma, 1 at Laredo, 1 is up at 
Connecticut Lakes. Some of these trailers are used actually at ports 
of entry where we have no building, such as Connecticut Lakes. I 
believe you saw a picture of that yesterday. 

We have 2 more trailers at Detroit, 1 at Browning, Mont., and I 
have 1 at Tampa, Fla. 

Mr. Meaper. What did they cost ? 

Mr. Loueuran. Twelve of them cost $2,665.95 apiece. Thirteen 
of them cost $2,825.36. Two cost $3,300 apiece. Another one cost 
$1,750.25. Three of them cost $3,300 apiece. 

Mr. Mortitonan. Why the difference in price? Are they different 
models ¢ 

Mr. Loveuran. On the solicitation of bids, they come in at differ- 
ent times. 

Mr. Motionan. That is a wide spread. 

Mr. Loueuran. The bulk of them cost $2,665.95, and 13 of them cost 
$2,825, 

Mr. Swine. I think I could offer something there. That large 
group and the group we have along the southern border is made to 
specifications by the border patrol and it is rather austere. This com- 
pany is in Texas and the others were purchased for delivery at these 
other spots before we had the specifications which didn’t require as 
much refinement as the ones we have along the border. The others 
were stock. 

Mr. Meaper. A $2,600 trailer can’t be too fancy. It isn’t one of the 
big house deals you see along the road. 

Mr. Swine. That is the type trailer we had. 

Mr. Meaper. How much use have you made of these trailers, Gen- 
eral Swing ? 

Mr. Swine. When we started in with the big cleanup, practically 
every day they were used in these task forces, because they were run- 
ning out along the border, and it had to be day and night. 

In the past 6 months their use has declined and we are studying a 
~ to, as I get more border patrolmen released along the southern 

order, move more of them to the northern border where there are 
many roads which are completely open to traffic. There are many 
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roads from the Great Lakes west where you now come across the 
border. There is a Canadian station on one side and on our side 
nothing. Then you go down 15 or 20 miles and there is a sign, “Report 
to the inspection station.” We have been keeping records on the mat- 
ter, and it seems now that about 40 percent of the vehicles that cross 
from Canada into the United States now are never inspected, and I 
have asked for inspection stations to be put there. 

In the meantime, I am able to draw my breath down on the southern 
border, and I am starting to move up more patrolmen and these trailers 
to act as inspection stations right on the border. 

Mr. Meaper. Do you use these trailers for business—that is to say, 
a kind of office—as well as dwelling? 

Mr. Swine. When this small task force gets up, the commander is 
in there with his small desk and files and keeps the records. It is a 
traveling office for this group; normally have a couple of jeeps, a 
truck pulling this trailer, and then a stake-body truck following along 
to pick up the aliens as they are caught and take them back to the 
staging point. The trailer remains the base of operations, from which 
they work out every day, and they move it several miles each day. 

The plane and the jeeps, which are in radio communication, work 
out from that. And they have to cover hundreds and hundreds of 
square miles in one of these movements. As you know, the big bend, 
for instance, in country like that, it takes hundreds of square miles 
to cover. 

Mr. Meaper. Did your records show when these trailers were pur- 
chased ? 

Mr. Loveuran. Yes, sir; about September of 1954—September 
13, sir. 

Mr. Swine. That was the period when I had mobile task force of 
750 men which had been operating out in California, and in the latter 
part of July they moved down. This was the first time, and then 
they were staying in motels around and held to that position and had 
to come back to a motel every night from 30, 40, or 50 miles. It was 
most unsatisfactory and used up a lot of time, and the men returning 
from where they spent the night had to go back to the area they had 
to cover. It wasn’t until we got these trailers that they could spend 
the night where the operations concluded that day and then proceed 
on the next day. 

Mr. Meaper. Your testimony was that up until the last 6 months 
these trailers have been used extensively ? 

Mr. Swine. Yes; particularly on the southern border. There is not 
so much use for them now, and that is why I intend to move them up 
to the northern border as temporary ports of entry. We have a build- 
ing program that is set up; we have quite a few approved projects for 
these places, where I say there is nothing there to stop any kind of a 
vehicle coming across, and we hope to, in some measure, minimize 
—_ and get the thing under control so we can get a regular force in 
there. 

Mr. Motxonan. Are all of them air-conditioned trailers ? 

Mr. Swine. Every one of them has one of these window air condi- 
tioners. 

Mr. Mouttonan. Is this price for fully equipped, with tires, air con- 
ditioners, and everything ? 
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Mr. Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Moxtionan. This is the full total price of the unit as it is today ? 

Mr. Swine. Yes. 

Mr. MotioHan. Do each of them have electric-power generating 
units, or is there a generating unit on each site? 

Mr. Swine. We haven't got all the generating units we need, but 
a generating unit on the truck will take care of several trailers, and 
sometimes only one trailer. 

Mr. Mouionan. If you are going to station these at isolated ports 
of entry, wouldn’t you have to take a power unit with you? 

Mr. Swine. In some cases, yes; in others, no, because in some places 
although there are no buildings, there are some lines. I think in 
Connecticut Lakes, for instance, we were able to get them onto a power 
line there. I really couldn’t answer that in detail, because the whole 
length that I want it on the border of the Canadian Rockies is under 
study as to what we can do and what we have. 

Mr. Meaprer. You don’t contemplate buying more trailers ? 

Mr. Swine. No, I don’t. 

Mr. Mraper. But you do contemplate using those you have! 

Mr. Swine. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Mraper. You aren’t going to declare these surplus? 

Mr. Swine. No, sir. 

Mr. Motionan. Off the record. 

(Discussion off the record.) 

Mr. Motionan. On the record. This committee is adjourned until 
2 o’clock. 

(Whereupon, at 12:25 p. m., the committee was adjourned.) 


AFTERNOON SESSION 


Mr. Mo.tionan. The subcommittee will come to order. 

General Swing, in our executive session of yesterday and today, 
we have discussed certain trips which you and other Immigration 
and Naturalization Department officials have taken into Mexico and 
into Canada. 

Some of them were more or less in the guise of hunting trips on 
which Government equipment and Government personnel had been 
used, and personnel were taken involving, I think, five trips into Mex- 
ico and Canada. 

Counsel has certain questions he would like to ask with reference 
to those trips. 

Mr. Piapincer. General, when was the first of these trips ? 


FURTHER TESTIMONY OF JOSEPH M. SWING, COMMISSIONER OF 
IMMIGRATION AND NATURALIZATION; ACCOMPANIED BY E. DE- 
WITT MARSHALL, DEPUTY CHIEF, BORDER PATROL 


General Swine. The first trip was around Labor Day. 

Mr. Piapincer. What was the purpose of this trip, General ? 

General Swine. Could I say for the record just a brief statement ? 

Each time I have done any hunting since I became Commissioner 
of Immigration and Naturalization, it was incidental to an official 
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trip which was primarily designed to foster cordial and cooperative 
relations with the working officials of our neighboring countries. 

The accomplishment of the Service in the last 2 years is the best 
evidence of my success in that direction. 

All the senior officers of the Service who held positions of responsi- 
bility at the time I assumed office are here and available for question- 
ing be your committee. They are better qualified than I to compare 
the conditions of Service operations today than those which prevailed 
2 years ago. 

Particularly as to the trips on the southern border, which I have 
emphasized from the beginning, perhaps it would be of interest for 
the public to know that although I am a classmate of General Eisen- 
hower’s, he did not reach down and pick me out to make me Immigra- 
tion Commissioner. When I was in command of the Sixth Army on 
the west coast, a very serious problem of the southern border was 
confronting the Nation, 

The Attorney General made a trip out there in August of 1953. IL 
retired on February 28, 1954. 

He went all along the border and made a comprehensive survey. He 
came to San Francisco where I was then in command of the Army, 
and he brought with him the following Immigration officers: Harlan 
B. Carter, chief of the border patrol, El Centro office; Herman R. 
Landon, district director, Los Angeles; Bruce Barber, district di- 
rector, San Francisco; Ralph Holton, deputy district director, San 
Francisco; John W. Nelson, chief, border patrol, Los Angeles; Joseph 
L. Van Orshoven, chief patrol inspector, and James E. Parker, chief 
inspector, El] Centro. 

The Attorney General sent for me, and he sat down with these gen- 
tlemen and he told me to prepare my army to move to the southern 
border to stop this horde of invaders across the southern border. 

Operation Cloudburst, which I have the authority to declassify, was 

prepared by myself and my staff in conjunction with the Immigra- 
tion officials. And I stated that within 12 hours after the President 
signed his proclamation requiring that the Army assist the border 
pres in the control of the border the first movement of troops would 
nave arrived on the border, 5 groups, each capable of moving approxi- 
mately 100 men with their equipment and es cin and being pre- 
pared for the initial movement of troops to the border. Within 12 
days it was planned that 3,191 troops would be placed on the border 
from a point east of Yuma-San Luis area to the Pacific Ocean, just 
to take care of that short area. These men composed the 129th Regi- 
mental Combat Team, 44th Division, 6th Army. 

Regimental headquarters would be established for the border op- 
eration at the Naval Air Station, El Centro, Calif. This combat team 
would consist of 4 battalions, one of which, a provisional battalion, 
would have 3 companies on the line, the other 3 battalions having 4 
companies on the line. This would provide 15 companies for the 
line, or 60 platoons. These platoons will for the operational plan 
hereinafter described be ordered to form 218 teams of 2 men each, on 
an 8-hour tour of duty 7 days per week on the line; 636 men per 8- 
hour tour of duty obligates 2,180 troops, direct control of the border. 

A communication from the Secretary of the Army to Lieutenant 
General Swing has stated the objective of the Army shall be “assist 
the border patrol.” In line with this objective it was made clear to 
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officials present that a detailed liaison would have to be established to 
provide the knowledge as to how to control the border, apprehend and 
dispose of aliens and accept responsibility therefor. 

It was agreed that the Immigration and Naturalization Service 
would provide continuously, 24 hours a day, 7 days per week, the 
official and district office and central office rank at regional head- 
quarters, El Centro; that there would be assigned to each of the 4 
battalions a responsible officer of the grade of chief patrol inspector or 
assistant patrol inspector; and there would be provided to each of 
the 15 companies a well-qualified officer of the grade of patrol inspec- 
tor or assistant patrol inspector; and there would be assigned to each 
of the battalions or platoons 1 patrol inspector. 

This liaison would require 35 men from the Immigration and Natu- 
‘alization Service for each shift, working on a 6-day week, and this 
would require 124 men from the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service. 

The operation description is Cloudburst. This operation will con- 
sist of three basic steps. 

Mr. Motionan. General, the last thing in the world I would want 
to do—. . 

General Swine. 1 would like, sir—I must give the background of 
why I was going hunting with Mexican officials with whom there was 
no contact prior to my assumption of office. The officers of the patrol 
and the Immigration officials did not know the mayors, the chiefs of 
police, or the Mexican border pen inspectors on the other side. 

Mr. Motionman. General, I have no objection to your reciting that, 
but I do not think it is necessary to get a detailed account. 

General Swine. I think the press would like—the press is here to 
hear me. I think the press would like to hear everything about this. 

Mr. Motitouan. What the press would like to hear is only incidental. 
What the committee is interested in—— 

General Swine. Am I not entitled, Mr. Chairman, to make it ap- 
parent why 

Mr. Motitonan. You certainly are. 

General Swine. I have gone—I say openly—I have used Govern- 
ment equipment, jeeps, trailers, planes; and I have gone hunting and 
I have always, while I was there, worked at my job of trying to com- 
plete and build up our relations with our neiguiboning countries, par- 
ticularly with the problem we had on the southern border. 

Mr. Moitonan. General, the only question 

General Swine. I hope what I have to say doesn’t do any detriment 
to those relations which the whole Service is trying to build up, for 
2 long years. 

Mr. MotioHan. Now, General, may I say to you I have no objection 
to your doing that. The only observation I would like to make to you 
is I do not believe it is important that you give us a detailed descrip- 
tion of the manner used or the program used to close the border in 
1954 or 1953. 

General Swine. That is a continuing program, sir, that continues 
and is continuing—I hope shall continue. The fact that with a small 
force I have at my command the border is now closed does not mean 
that it will stay closed unless we have the continuing every-day coordi- 
nation—continuing hunting trips, if you care to call them that—con- 
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tinuing trips where we go over there and go to barbecues and go to 
dinners ind make social and informal relationships with the opposite 
numbers. 

I testified before the Appropriations Committee that—when the 
matter came up in the Senate—now that I had the border closed 
couldn’t I reduce the number’ I testified I could to some extent 
because we had greater cooperation than ever before with Mexican 
officials—and I hope it continues. I said: “Any reduction that I 
make on my forces on the southern border will have to be taken to the 
northern border where I have not completely solved the situation.” 

I spoke in executive session this morning of the number of points 
on the Canadian border which are completely without inspection, 
where I am sending border patrolmen and equipment, trailers, to close 
those roads off in the districts west of the Great Lakes or across our 
Northern States. So that I hunted in Canada. I went up to Canada 
and hunted up there and saw the Royal Canadian Mounted Police and 
ws from them what their problems were and asked them for 
1elp. 

L talked to immigration officials of the Canadian Immigration 
Service. Every time I, went up there—I have been up several times 
and talked with them—I didn’t hunt. I hunted that one time in the 
hunting season. 

I have been up in Montreal and Toronto and their capital of 
Ottawa. Windsor. Talked to Canadian officials, in the same man- 
ner that I will continue to talk with Mexicans. 

As I say, the Mexican problem has been the hardest one to handle. 

This program that I am about to read was simply to illustrate that 
this program was not used—and even though in a meeting the Secre- 
tary of State, the Secretary of Labor, the Attorney General, the Cali- 
fornia Governor and the attorney general of the State of California— 
all these people had concurred that this was the way to close the 
border. After I had the plan completely drawn which, as I say, for 
that 1 small portion of the border, necessitated about 4,000 troops I— 
the last observation to the Attorney General when I left was to the 
effect that: “I think this is perfectly horrible. It will destroy all 
our relationships along that border, if there are any. Although I am 
ern under orders within 12 hours to execute this mission I wish to 

e put on record that that isn’t the way to close the border.” 

Mr. Kircorer. That was in your conversation in August of 1953? 

General Swine. That was in August of 1953 with the Attorney 
General. When I retired February 28, 1954, I received a phone call 
from the Attorney General and he said: “General, you told us we 
shouldn’t close that border with the military. Come on here and 
“— us how to do it without using the military” or words to that 
effect. 

I didn’t close the border in one fell swoop. It has taken me up to 
now to get the border under control. I didn’t wave a magic wand, 
gentlemen, to get that border closed. It took long hours of my own 
and my officers and consultation with the Mexicans, getting them at 
times to move their own border patrol to places that were inaccessible 
to us; getting information relative to lines of appreach—where the 
wetbacks would try to come across—persuading officials to do what 
anyone—no one had been able to do prior to my assumption of office— 
for the Mexican Government to pay the railroad fare of the wetbacks 
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back into the interior of Mexico. Before I came to office our own 

Government spent $150,000 paying the railroad fare of wetbacks from 

the northern border points down to the interior of Mexico. Since 

1 have been there the record shows that the Mexican Government has 

aid about $600,000 of its own to do this very same thing that the 
nited States Government had to pay for before. 

The Mexican officials were aware that this was a determined at- 
tempt to make that border a legal border—have helped us in this 
fashion. The repeated offenders are now brought before their own 
courts. The Mexican nationals who smuggle their own Mexicans 
in and who heretofore had received no punishment because there 
were so many of them—and it was almost impossible for the courts 
to handle them—now are given up to 7-year sentences, to these 
smugglers. 

There are other activities—other fashions in which these officials 
will help me. I don’t believe I should be called on—lI can’t relate 
it, because they have to do with our own security—our own national 
security. 

Now, that is the background, sir, for my making these trips through- 
out Mexico. 

Mr. Motitonan. Thank you, General. Mr. Plapinger, will you con- 
duct questioning ¢ 

Mr. Piartncer. Who on behalf of the Service, General, made the 
arrangements for the September 3, trip ? 

Mr. Meaper. Did you get the year in there ? 

Mr. Piaptncer. September 3, 1955. 

General Swine. I believe I stated George Harrison. These trips 
have been one jumping from one to the other. I believe it was Mr. 
George Harrison. 

Mr. Piarincer. Who on behalf of the Mexican Government made 
the arrangements? The officials ? 

General Swine. May I ask your indulgence to this extent: When 
I have met with these officials I have committed myself to not pub- 
licize their names and their activities. I have given the names most 
willingly to the 

Mr. Motionan. General, can you properly describe them by title? 

General Swine. I think in the small communities where they are 
the mere mention of the title would identify that individual. I would 
like before I identify him to have his permission to do so in public, 
if I possibly could. 

Mr. Kircore. General, in the light of the general discussion you 
have entered into in connection with the purpose of your liaison ac- 
tivities it would be proper for this record, would it not, to show they 
are Mexican officials who are charged with the sort of activity 

General Swrna. That is correct. 

Mr. Krireore. In connection with operations in Mexico that you are 
charged with in the United States ? 

General Swine. That is correct. 

Mr. Kireéore. And the people you deal with in that capacity ? 

General Swine. That is correct. 

Mr. Piarincer. How many were there, General? Would you feel 
free to make that statement? 

General Swine. I could not give you an exact number. Many of 
them I have forgotten the names. 
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Mr. Prarrncer. I am talking about this September 3d trip, sir. 

General Swine. At the place where I was hunting I only recall two 
coming, because, as I told you 

Mr. Pxiaprrncer. What were the arrangements that were made for 
this trip, sir? 

General Swine. The arrangements were to take and establish a small 
camp for ourselves. I think I stated in my testimony 1 jeep, at least; 
possibly 2, a sedan; a truck, and trailer. 

Mr. Piapincer. That was the Government equipment that was taken 
into Mexico? 

General Swine. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Piarincer. What were the plans with respect to itinerary, sir? 

General Swine. My plans were very brief. To get to a certain point 
and sit there and have various Mexican officials meet with me there 
and talk with me and hunt with me and then return. 

Mr. Puiarincer. Now, how long did this September 3d trip last, 
General ? 

General Swina. I made a very hurried—I said—I put it in with 
reservations on the dates. I haven’t had time to—you see, I have here 
the full days of September 3d and 4th I was there. But I am remind- 
ed that the barbecue—what date was the barbecue? 

Mr. Marsuatu. That was September 3d, sir. 

General Swine. Then this must be the 4th and 5th. 

Mr. Marsuatx. There were about a dozen Mexicans. 

General Swine. I was at McAllen in a barbecue, and that estab- 
lishes the date. When I made this up I made the reservation—what I 
wanted to bring out were the trips and the approximate dates. 

Mr. Motionan. That is understandable. We will certainly accept 
that. 

Mr. Piarrncer. You mentioned, General, that the Mexican officials 
you met with were local officials. Were they in a policymaking posi- 
tion that would make it necessary for you, for instance, to go down and 
confer with them ? 

General Swine. They were what we would call in the United States 
the working members. I think they call them in the Pentagon “the 
Indians.” I purposely have gone out of my way to meet with that 
type. I feel that it has been of great value, because they are impressed 
with the fact that I am sincere in going at this thing. 

Mr. Piarincer. How many members of the Service accompanied 
you, sir? 

General Swina. There were 8 members of the Service and a young 
colonel of the Army by the name of Quandt I took along with me to go 
over some plans which are emergency plans. He is a planner. The 
emergency plans are top secret and they have to do with the Army. 

Mr. Piaprrncer. How long did you discuss business with these 
Mexican officials, sir? 

General Swine. I couldn’t answer that. 

Mr. Puiarincer. Were they overnight, sir? 

General Swine. They were not—one of them stayed overnight but 
I didn’t talk business all the time. I did hunt. At that kind of an 
informal meeting you might be out sitting alongside of a man and dis- 
cuss something. I couldn’t possibly give you the amount of time. 

Mr. Priaptncer. But only one remained with you overnight? 

General Swine. That is right. 
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Mr. Piarincer. Now, in connection with that trip, General, are 
you familiar with the fact that the guns of the hunting party were 
taken by a Mexican game warden for lack of proper permits? 

General Swine. I am familiar that, 3 of the 9 guns that were there 
were held for a time after I had left by a Mexican game warden who 
felt that the papers were not in proper order, and only released them 
when he was so directed by proper Mexican authority. And it was 
very thoroughly explained to them—to this game warden that myself 
and even those who were right there at the time were in there at the 
proper invitation. 

Mr. Prarrncer. Do you believe, sir, that the permits that you had 
did entitle you to hunt in that area? Is there any question in your 
mind? 

General Swine. There is no question in my mind about the legality 
of any of my hunting in that area. 

Mr. PLarrncer. Do you know where these permits were issued, sir? 

General Swine. I never saw the permits and I don’t know a thing 
about them. 

Mr. Piapincer. Are those permits available anyplace in the service, 
sir? 

General Swina. I have to answer I don’t know. 

Mr. Piartncer. Could you find out for the committee, sir? 

General Swine. I can’t find out. What is available, I am sure, is 
the telegram to this game warden to release the guns and the party 
was in there under a proper invitation. 

(Import permits submitted, see appendix, p. 72.) 

Mr. Piarincer. General, you left the hunting site when, sir? Am 
I correct it was on the 5th? 

General Swine. It must be another day. The day must 

Mr. Puarrneer. Instead of the 3d and the 4th it 1s the 4th and the 
Sth? 

General Swine. Apparently. 

Mr. Piarincer. Am I correct in stating you left the hunting site on 
the 5th of September ? 

General Swine. The way it is now it would be the 4th and the 5th 
I was there and would have left on the 6th. 

Mr. Puapincer. Oh, you left on the 6th? 

General Swine. I was there 2 days. I say from the fact that we 
were at the barbecue on the 3d, the 2 days I was there would have been 
the 4th and the 5th, leaving early on the 6th. 

Mr. Piarrncer. What were the names of the service officials who 
accompanied you on this trip, sir? You mentioned Colonel Quandt 
before. Will you name the border patrol ? 

General Swine. The names that I recall are Swing, Carter, Gil- 
man, Harrison, Amthor, Hinton and Wooley. 

Mr. Piapincer. General, when you left on the 6th which service 
officials accompanied you and which were left behind ? 

General Swine. The three left behind would have been Amthor, 
Hinton and Wooley. 

Mr. Puarincer. General, in the staff investigation on this matter the 
staff had occasion to look at the records of plane movements into 
Mexico during 1955 and 1956 in the office at the Brownsville Airport 
manager, which office I understand issues customs clearances for 
Mexico. 
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I believe you stated in executive session as far as you know none 
of these service officials detached himself from the party, or at least 
no longer than was necessary to possibly go into the town and buy 
provisions ? 

General Swine. That is what I recall. 

Mr. Puartincer. In this flight log that is maintained at the Browns- 
ville Airport there is an entry on September 6, of a helioplane, N- 
4206-B, which I understand is spersied by the service and is owned 
by the service. Isthat right,sir? Is that owned by the service? 

General Swine. I guess that is the number. 

Mr. Puarrncer. That is the number that appears on the flight log. 
Left from Brownsville for Ciudad, Victoria, and the passengers listed 
are Mr. Amthor, one of the Mexican officials that accompanied you 
on the trip, and a Mr. Gilman. 

General Swine. No. I don’t understand that. There did a plane 
come down, as I told you, and notified us that the hurricane was com- 
ing along. I know nothing of that. 

Mr. Piaptncer. There was also an earlier trip on September 5 of 
the same helioplane, the destination to your camping site, with no 
passengers. It is possible that was the plane that came down? 

General Swine. That must have been the plane. 

Mr. Puiaprincer. I was just curious concerning the presence on 
September 6 of three of the people who you stated were with you at 
the camping site when the flight log shows they were departing from 
Brownsville on that same day. 

General Swine. Then the 5th and 6th are certainly mixed up in 
my mind, because they—Mr. Gilman, I know, drove the car or came 
out, so he must have come down the next day to Ciudad, Victoria. 

Mr. Puapineer. Did anybody precede you to the camping site? 

General Swine. Amthor—the truck and trailer. 

Mr. Priarrncer. Amthor was one of the persons listed on this flight 
of September 6. 

General Swine. The only way I can make that gibe is that they 
left after we got back. 

Mr. Prarrncer. Incidentally, General, on the flight log of this 
heliocourier that you furnished us neither of these flights is listed. 

General Swine. Were they 

Mr. Puarineer. Is this a copy of the flight log? Where was this 
information obtained ? 

(Flight log of heliocourier N-4206-B appears in the appendix, 
p. 70.) 

General Swine. From the section that holds the—— 

Mr. Piarrncer. In the central office ? 

General Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Prarrncer. The only entries on that—on September 5, for 
instance, from Brownsville at 11 o’clock and return to Brownsville 
at 2 o’clock—at 1 o’clock, rather; 1 p.m. Then another one at 2 o’clock 
for arrival at McAllen at 2:30. On September 6 there is a flight listed 
from McAllen to Brownsville with a 3-hour differential, leaving 
McAllen 1400 and arriving at Brownsville at 1700. But the flight log 
submitted by you contains no record of the two flights into Mexico that 
3 indicated in the airport manager’s customs clearance at Browns- 
ville. 
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(In submission made by General Swing after the conclusion of the 
hearings, the following chronology of this incident was offered on 
July 18, 1956 :) 


On September 5, 1955, the helioplane cleared for Victoria, with the pilot alone, 
carrying a message regarding Hurricane Gladys. The pilot dropped the mes- 
sage without landing and flew back to Brownsville. That same day General 
Swing, Mr. Gilman and Mr. Amthor returned to the United States. On Septem- 
ber 6, 1955, the helioplane again cleared for Victoria, this time with the pilot 
accompanied by Messrs. Gilman and Amthor and one Mexican official. Again the 
plane did not land but dropped a message to Messrs. Hinton and Wooley con- 
cerning road conditions resulting from the storm. The same day, September 
6, 1955, Mr. Amthor returned to the campsite by jeep, saw the game warden, and 
obtained the three guns. All three men then returned to the United States on 
September 7, 1955, bringing the truck and trailer. (See appendix p. 66.) 

(Five days later, General Swing submitted this account of the inci- 
dent in a letter dated July 23, 1956 :) 

On September 5, 1955, the helioplane cleared for Victoria, with the pilot alone, 
carrying a message regarding Hurricane Gladys. The pilot dropped the mes- 
sage without landing and flew back to Brownsville. In the forenoon of that 
day I crossed back into the United States, accompanied by Gilman, Carter and 
Quandt, departing Brownsville at 2 p. m., for Washington, D. C. I was in my 
office in Washington on September 6. After my departure occurred the incident 
with the Game Warden Ochoa, described in more detail in Mr. Amthor’s affidavit. 
Shortly after this event, in the afternoon of September 5, Mr. Amthor crossed 
into the United States by car. Amthor flew back over the campsite in the helio- 
plane that same afternoon, and after returning to Brownsville without landing, 
again returned to the campsite by care that evening. (See appendix p. 69.) 

Mr. Piarinerr. Now, when was the next trip, General ? 

General Swine. The next trip was 

Mr. Meaper. The next trip to Mexico? 

Mr. Prarrncer. The next trip to Mexico. 

General Swine. November. 

Mr. Piarrncer. November 4th and 6th? 

General Swine. November 4th and 6th. 

Mr. Puaprincer. What was the purpose of that trip, sir? 

General Swine. The same purpose as all my trips. 

Mr. Piarrncer. In connection with the first trip I believe that there 
was some mention concerning the wreck of a vehicle that was taken 
down in Mexico; the trailer, I believe. Will you explain that? 

General Swine. These trailers—25 of them which were built to 
specification for various small task forces—all developed very weak 
hitches and the hitch broke—cracked—and the officers in charge had 
to make a makeshift drag. The trailer was scratched on its side 
but was completely operable from there on. 

Mr. Piarrncer. A very minor damage, you would say? 

General Swina. As reported to me. I certainly saw no damage 
myself. When it was checked up—— 

Mr. Puarincer. I think it was brought out in the session this morn- 
ing that our investigators had been advised that there had been ex- 
tensive damage on one of the trailers, and it had required a week’s 
repair work at McAllen. 

General Swine. That is what was reported to you, you told me this 
morning, but 

Mr. Puaptncer. But you have no information on that? 

General Swine. No such information. From what I saw of the 
trailer I didn’t see any necessity for any week’s—— 
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Mr. Motionan. General, did you inspect the trailer or did you see 
the trailer after the accident ? 

General Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Morionan. Were you in the interior of the trailer? Did you go 
inside afterward ¢ 

General Swine. Yes, I did. . 

Mr. Motitonan. You saw no evidence of damage of any sort to th 
inside? 

General Swina. Yes. 

Mr. Motnonan. And only very superficial scratches on the outside 
of the trailer, plus the damage to the hitch, which was broken? That 
is all the damage you saw ? 

General Swine. That’s all that I saw. Each one of these trailers 
which was used on these little task forces has a little stove in it, a little 
ice box, a little heater, and also on the front end for very hot climates 
there is a little air conditioner. On the inside there are 4 bunks to hold 
4 big patrolmen. Every piece of equipment inside the trailer was 
working when I saw it. 

Mr. Mraper. Mr. Chairman, I wonder if this would not be an appro- 
priate point in the record to list the number of trailers and what they 
cost the Government and have General Swing explain why they needed 
them. 

General Swine. I would like to do that if I might. 

These trailers were obtained to help the mobility of any task forces 
along the southern border. When we moved in the beginning we had 
over 750 officers in the mobile force and we needed trailers for them to 
use as bases of operation. Prior to the trailers they would have to stay 
in motels or little hotels, and whenever they got through their work 
and went off shift they would have to drive miles to these motels and 
would lose the time and efficiency, so we purchased and made available 
along that southern border these 25 trailers so that when the men fin- 
ished the job, wherever they were, they could bed down right there. 
Then they would go out and work from there out. 

We had little teams of a light plane, a trailer, a couple of jeeps and 
a truck, that worked together with radio communications. The plane, 
flying at low altitudes and sighting the illegal “wetback” where he was 
hiding out, or chasing him down the brush, and then hauling him and 
calling the jeep in. The jeep would pick him up and take him to the 
big truck. And the truck, when it was loaded, would take him back 
to a staging area. 

That is the reason for getting these 25 trailers specially built. 

Mr. Meaper. What did they cost, General Swing? 

General Swine. I think they cost about $2,300. 

Of the 25 that were purchased specifically for this operation 12 of 
them cost $2,665.95 and 13 of them cost $2,825.36. 

Mr. Mreaper. When were they purchased ? 

General Swine. They were purchased September 13, 1954. Septem- 
ber 1954. , 

Mr. Kireore. General, does that include the equipment in the 
trailers? 

General Swine. That includes everything; the air-conditioning 
little unit, the stove, the icebox, the heater. 

Mr. Kireore. The complete unit ? 

General Swine. The complete unit. 
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Mr. Piarincer. When the border patrol—— 

Mr. Minsuatu. Mr. Chairman, may I ask a question ? 

Mr. Motionan. Surely. 

Mr. MinsuHatu. In your opinion, General, are these trailers of the 
luxury type or do they have just the bare necessities to do a func- 
tional job? 

General Swine. These are what I would call a utility trailer. They 
are not large trailers. They are compactly built and hold four patrol- 
men. As a pinch you can put two more in the place. It is simply a 
bunking place and the place where one can take care of himself—the 
amenities—a little washstand. 

Mr. Motionan. Continue, Mr. Plapinger. 

Mr. Puaprncer. General, in connection with these trailers when 
they were used by the border patrol personnel were the personnel en- 
titled to per diem away from their home station ? 

General Swine. They are entitled to a lowered per diem. 

Mr. Priarrncer. Was there any reluctance on the part of personnel 
to use the trailer because of this lower per diem ? 

General Swing. I don’t think so. I think they were very happy 
about it, particularly in the beginning down in the valley. 1 hate to 
bring this up again. In some places they were turned away from 
motels when we were trying to do the job, because we were in there 
trying to do a job. The border patrolmen, even though there were 
vacancies, wouldn’t be given motel rooms. 

Mr. Kiteorr. Let me raise one question there. 

I want to ask the General if that situation has improved. 

General Swine. No; it is not that same way now. We have very 
much—I have letters from many people that the whole situation has 
improved. 

Mr. Piarrncer. Getting back to this wrecked trailer, sir, what ve- 
hicular records are kept in connection with automobiles, jeeps, and 
trailers of the Service ? 

General Swine. The regular general maintenance records required 
are kept. I would not be able to tell you completely what they are. 

Mr. Piarincer. The gas and mileage, as far as you know? 

General Swine. 1am sure gas and mileage. 

Mr. Cuvporr. Mr. Chairman, may I ask a question ? 

Your records are available, are they not ? 

General Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Cuuporr. You can send them to us. They are typical records ? 

General Swine. Yes. 

(Repair parts list appears in the appendix, p. 76; see also Hennessy 
memorandum, p. 67.) 

Mr. Puartncer. I think what we would really like, Mr. Chudoff 
and General, with your indulgence, are the specific records on this 
trailer. For instance, the extent of any repair work. 

General Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Motionan. Could you identify the trailer generally, if I ask 
you if it was identified as T-1? Would you know, or did it have a 
marking of any sort you would recognize ? 

General Swine. I wouldn’t recognize the trailer from another. All 
25 were like peas in a pod. 

Mr. Motionan. So far as you know none of them carry any identi- 
fying marks such as T-1 or T-2? + 
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General Swine. Well, I have never noticed. I have never noticed. 
Mr. Cuuporr. But there is some record to show which is which? 
General Swine. Yes. : 

Mr. Cuuporr. So that you would not get the lot mixed up, or the 
maintenance records mixed up ? 

General Swine. That’s right. 

Mr. Piaprncer. General, addressing ourselves again to this second 
trip that one I understand took place, according to the information 
you furnished us, from the 4th to the 6th of November 1955, and the 

unting site there was also in the general vicinity of your first trip. 

What was the purpose of the second trip, sir? 

General Swine. The same purpose as I have announced in my little 
opening statement. Every time I went down there I was there to 
talk with some Mexican officials about some problems. Informally, 
true, but I find I can do some thing informally that I can’t do other- 
wise. 

Mr. Piaptncer. Who were the service officials, sir, that accompanied 
you on this occasion ? 

General Swine. As I recall that—I made it up the other day— 
Swing, Carter, Gilman, Harrison, Amthor, Wooley, Carnahan. 

Mr. Prarrncer. Did the same Mexican officials make this trip as 
well, sir? 

General Swine. Some of the same, and others came in. 

Mr. Piarrncer. What was the site of this? The site was slightly 
different from the first location for the trip ? 

General Swine. The site was different; yes. 

Mr. Piaprncer. Where was that, sir? 

General Swine. As I recall it was some place on that ranch belong- 
ing to a man by the name of Don Simon Garcia. 

Mr. Puaprneer. I see. On this trip how long did the Mexican 
officials remain, sir? 

—— Swine. They came in at different times; talked ; stayed with 
us; left. 

Mr. Piaptrncer. Did the camp break up on the 6th of November ? 

General Swine. I left before the camp broke up. I don’t know 
the exact date; whether it was the next day or a day or two later. 

Mr. Puarrncer. Was there a trailer left behind, sir, on this 
occasion ? 

General Swina. There was a trailer left behind about that time— 
T guess it was on this trip—left behind on the Mexican official’s prop- 
erty which was to be used by the officers of this Service who work in 
that area continuously, as a base. 

Mr. Piarrncer. And where was this trailer left, sir? 

General Swine. On a Mexican official’s——— 

Mr. Puapineer. Not on Don Garcia’s ranch ? 

General Swine. No, sir. 

Mr. Meaper. By “officers of this Service” you mean the American 
Immigration officers working in Mexico? 

General Swine. That is right. 

Mr. Piarrncer. Did those Service officials remain there after you 
left there ? 

General Swine. They were there when I left. I don’t know how 
often they went back and forth, but they are back and forth all the 
time. 
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Mr. Puapincer. Are they still back and forth all the time; going 
back and forth all the time? 

General Swine. Not as much as they were, because there were cer- 
tain things we were authorized to find out by the Mexicans. We 
— realized that goal and it isn’t as necessary for them to go as 
often. 

Mr. Motxionan. General, is this area where the trailer was left not 
a rather isolated area? There was very little settlement around there, 
and it is very thinly populated. 

General Swine. It was left—all that area is isolated, Mr. Chairman; 
very sparsely settled. 

Mr. Motxonan. Is that not a rather unusual place to park a $3,000 
piece of equipment for casual use by those who may work that area? 

General Swine. There was not casual use, sir. It was premeditated 
use for a determined effort on the part of these two officers to find 
some very highly desirable information. The Mexican official on 
whose place it was left we have great confidence in—and his people. 
The fact that the trailer was removed intact without any denkian 
and ae. whole would seem to indicate that our confidence was 
justified. 

Mr. Mottouan. I do not think there is any question about its bein 
safe there. The question in my mind is whether or not, bontieltels 
as this is an isolated area, there would be a sufficient amount of duties 
there for a border patrolman to justify the stationing of a piece of 
equipment there for his use. 

General Swine. There was sufficient—and a great amount of it. 

Mr. MotioHan. Would you say this was used twice a week ? 

General Swine. I couldn’t say how long it was used. 

Mr. Motionan. You have no idea how many times it was used dur- 
ing this 2-month period it was there? Would you be able to find that 
out for us and let us know how many nights it was occupied by some 
border patrolman responsible for that area? 

General Swine. I will find how many times they used it. Whether 
they stayed there all night or not—I will give you the data. 

Mr. Motiouwan. General, if you would let us know the names of 
the people in the Service who did use it and the number of times it 
was used, I think it would be helpful to us. 

(See appendix p. 66.) 

Mr. Piaprncer. General, approximately how far from the Mexican 
border and Brownsville is this site? 

General Swine. I didn’t take the mileage. I would say 60. 

Mr. Piaprncer. About 60 or 70 miles? 

General Swine. I am guessing. No; I didn’t say 70. 

Mr. Cuuporr. General, how = your utilities run on this, by storage 
battery ? 

General Swine. They can be plugged in or run by generator. We 
have a certain amount of generators that are placed in the tow. 

Mr. Cuvporr. Gasoline motor generator that charges the batteries ? 

General Swine. Yes; and on the front of it is a big butane bottle. 

Mr. Cuuporr. Gas for cooking purposes? 

General Swine. Cooking and heating and an icebox. 

Mr. Cuupvorr. Do you have a Servel refrigerator that operates by 

as? 

° General Swine. I do not know the name. 
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Mr. Cuuporr. How about the air-conditioning unit? Is that elec- 
tricity ? 

General Swine. Yes; I never saw it in operation, as a matter of fact. 

Mr. Cuuporr. You could put the trailer anywhere and operate it? 

General Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Cuuporr. How about water ? 

General Swine. A little tank. 

Mr. Piarincer. What kind of game was hunted on your first trip? 

General Swine. Whitewings and dove. 

Mr. Piaprncer. What was the extent of your bag, sir? 

General Swine. It was a very poor bag. I know the number of that 
because I heard that it was rumored around it was 750 birds killed. 
I did check on that, and, to the best of my knowledge, the officer 
reported there were 57. 

Mr. Piarrncer. You knew you were not that good. 

What about the second trip, General 

General Swine. The second trip I do not recall how many. 

Mr. Piarrncrer. Was that whitewings also? 

General Swine. It was duck and geese. 

Mr. Piaprncer. General, on this second trip there was a truck- 
mounted generator for the use of one of the trailers. 

General Swine. On the second trip we had been experimenting with 
tractors. We found that the panel trucks were satisfactory in ordi- 
nary traveling but that for the rough work that these trailers had to 
take down at Big Bend and all around, the panel trucks just could 
not handle it, so the border patrol chief told his officers to start ex- 
perimenting and see if they could not get a better tow. At this par- 
ticular time I recall this distinctly: The tow was an old 1949 Chevy— 
I think that is the year it was—which had had its body shortened 
and reinforced in the rear to make it easier to turn, and, of course, by 
that time the hitch had been strengthened, and it was a pretty good 
truck. 

On it by that time we had a generator. Later we experimented 
further and found out that the stake-body trucks we have of later 
vintage can handle the trailers and it is not necessary to modify 
trucks. We not only can take a generator on there when necessary, 
they also can serve when the little force gets to its base of operation, 
take the generator off and use the stake truck to carry aliens out. 

Mr. PLapincer. What did your camp consist of on the second trip? 

General Swine. About the same as the last except the substitution 
of the truck-mounted generator. 

Mr. Piarrncer. Where was the truck-mounted generator in rela- 
tion to the house trailer ? 

General Swine. Right there. 

Mr. Puapineer. Next to it? 

General Swine. A little cable. 

Mr. Piarrncer. How far would you say? Ten feet? 

General Swina. Thirty feet. 

Mr. Piapincer. When was the next trip to Mexico? 

a Swine. Next one I was on I have here was January 12 
o 15. 

Mr. Piaprincer. Was there nothing before January 15, sir-——— 

General Swine. Not that I can recall. 

Mr. Piapincer. Down into Mexico. 
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General Swine. ‘There may have been some people go down there 
as they were doing from time to time. 

Mr. Piartncer. Was the truck-mounted generator left behind, sir, 
when you came up north ? 

General Swine. No, I was told—I am quite sure it was brought 
back. 

Mr. Piartncer. The reason I ask is because on the evening of 
November 25, two American citizens, Texans, came upon the camp 
and told our investigators that they observed the trailer, several 
vehicles, tents, a truck-mounted generator and a helioplane at this 
camp on Don Simon Garcia’s property. Would you say that in- 
formation was incorrect, sir ? 

General Swine. I would think so from the information I have. 

Mr: Piarrncer. You would say, sir, the next trip into Mexico was 
January 12 to 15, 1956? 

General Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Puiaprnerr. Are you aware, sir. 

Mr. Meaper. Mr. Chairman, might I clarify this matter? Are 
you speaking now, General Swing, about the trips you personally 
took ? 

General Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Mraper. One in September, one in November, and the next one 
in January / 

General Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Meaper. Whether or not other border patrol people, your sub- 
ordinates, went down in between times, you would not know; is that 
right? 

General Swine. No. 

Mr. Meaper. In other words, if the Texans saw a trailer and a 
tractor and some tents and what not there on November 25, that might 
have been some operation of your subordinates that you might not 
be informed about; is that correct ? 

General Swine. That is right. 

Mr. Puiaprneer. Would it have been likely that that truck-mounted 
generator would have been taken back ? 

General Swine. It might have been. It was being used all the 
time. 

Mr. Younger. Did you ever serve on the border during your career 
as an Army officer ? 

General Swina. Yes. 

Mr. Youncer. Was it customary for the Army, when they were 
stationed on the border, to go across and hunt once in a while? 

General Swine. Quite often. 

Mr. Youncer. In other words, this hunting in Mexico whether 
gy patrolmen or Army stationed there, it is not something new, 
1s 1t! 

General Swine. No; it has been going on for some time. 

Mr. Youncer. That is all. 

Mr. Piarincer. General, I believe you said the next trip was Jan- 
uary 12-15, 1956? 

General Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Puiarincer. It was into the same general area. Had there 
been any plans between the early November trip and the January 
trip to take another trip ? 
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General Swine. Yes, there had been. 

Mr. Piaprncer. When was that, sir? 

General Swine. That was December 1 or 2 or some time like that. 

Mr. Piarincer. What happened to those plans, sir? 

General Swina. They did not materialize. 

Mr. Puaprncer. Where was that trip to be, sir? 

General Swine. As I recall, I thought I might be able to get down 
there in early December. But I did not do it. 

(On July 18, 1956 General Swing’s office submitted a revised and 
corrected list of hunting trips (see appendix, p. 64.) The letter of 
transmittal included the following :) 

Testimony was to the effect that according to General Swing’s recollection 
he had not made the trip planned for December 1 or 2. The recollection was 
incorrect. (See appendix, p. 65.) 

Mr. Priapincer. Are you aware that a permit was issued on No- 
vember 26, 1955, at Matamoros for yourself, Harlan Carter, Leonard 
Gillman, George W. Harrison for border patrol personnel authorizing 
seven guns to be taken into Mexico for hunting? 

; meen Swine. I did not know that any permits had ever been 
issued. 

Mr. Praprincer. Are you aware that a border patrol group as re- 
ported to us entered the property of the ranch owned by Colonel 
Breen in Mexico at midnight in early December and awoke the 
proprietor and extended greetings from you and a Mexican general 
and requested permission to hunt deer with headlights? 

General Swine. I am not aware of it. It was never reported to 
me. You say Colonel Breen? 

Mr. Puiaprncer. Yes. 

General Swine. I do not know any Colonel Breen. 

Mr. Piaprtncer. Do you know a Mr. Breen? 

General Swine. I know a Mr. Breen who is manager for ex-Presi- 
dent Aleman’s ranch. I thought he claimed to be Britisher. Some- 
one told me he always talked like a Britisher. 

Mr. Puaptneer. Mr. Marshall, do you know Mr. Breen? 

Mr. MarsHau.. Yes, sir; I do. 

Mr. Piaprincer. Where did you know him first? Where did your 
first acquaintance stem from ? 

Mr. Marsuaut. I was stationed in Brownsville beginning March 
1946, and from that time on I have know him. 

Mr. Piarrncer. Were you ever with the State Department or the 
consular service ? 

Mr. Marsuaut. I was in the diplomatic corps as attaché for the 
Immigration Service for 3 years in Mexico. 

Mr. Piarrncer. When? 

Mr. MarsHatu. January 4, 1952, until January 3, 1955. 

Mr. Piaprincer. Where did you say you first met Mr. Breen? 

“ Mr. MarsHatt. I met him at the Gateway Bridge in Brownsville, 
ex. 

Mr. Pxiaptncer. When ? 

Mr. MarsHaty. Probably some time in 1946 or 1947. 

Mr. Piaprncer. Do you have any knowledge of this incident I 
just mentioned to the General ? 

Mr. MarsHatu. No, sir; I have not. I have seen Colonel Breen 
since then—I say “Colonel”; I do not think he is a colonel—but I 
saw him on April 15 in the El Jardin Hotel. 
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Mr. Praprtneer. April 15? 

Mr. MarsHaty. 1955. 

Mr, Piaprncer. Or 1956? 

Mr. Marswau. 1956, I mean. Pardon me. 

Mr. Piaptncer. Did you converse with him at that time? 

Mr. Marsuatv. Yes; I did very briefly in the elevator. He told me 
he was sorry he had not been able to meet General Swing and asked 
me to convey his invitation to General Swing to visit him on El 
Canello, the ranch he manages or oversees, if at any time in the 
future he had occasion to be in the vicinity of the border. The ranch 
is something like 40 miles from Brownsville. 

Mr. Praprncer. Was there any reference to the incident I just 
mentioned to the general ? 

Mr. Marswatt. No. 

Mr. Piaptncer. Made no apology concerning the incident ? 

Mr. MarsHatt. He made no—— 

Mr. Puaprincer. You made no apology concerning the incident ? 

Mr. Marsuatt. I knew nothing of the incident. 

Mr. Piaprneer. Is this the first you have heard of it ? 

Mr. Marsa... Is this the first I have heard of it? 

Mr. PLapincer. Yes. 

Mr. MarsHatu. No; it is not. 

Mr. Puaprncer. When did you hear of it, sir? 

Mr. MarsHat. I believe I heard of it from Mr. Amthor in Browns- 
ville. 

Mr. Prarrneer. Did it occur? What was the import of Mr. Am- 
thor’s information ? 

Mr. Marsnauy. Mr. Amthor said no one went on E] Canello. 

Mr. Priaprncrr. What prompted Mr. Amthor to make such a 
Statement, Mr. Marshall ? 

Mr. Marsnatt. I beg your pardon? 

Mr. Puarincer. What prompted Mr. Amthor to make such a 
statement ? 

Mr. MarsHaty. Because he had been told there was an allegation 
that somebody had been on that ranch. 

Mr. Puaprncer. By whom, sir? 

Mr. Marsuatn. That I could not say. 

aoe R aaeeeee: General, how did you reach Don Simon Garcia’s 
ranch ¢ 

General Swine. On January 12, I flew there. 

Mr. Puarrncer. ITamsorry. I meant the second trip. 

General Swing. I went by car. 

Mr. Puaprneer. Did you ever use a plane to get to Don Simon 
Garcia’s ranch? 

General Swine. January 12, I took a plane. 

rs PLaPIncer. January 12. Who accompanied you on that trip, 
sir? 

General Swine. Approximately the same group were there. Swing, 
Carter, Carnahan, Gillman, Harrison, Woolley, and Amthor. 

Mr. PLarincer. You met with Mexican officials this time, also? 

General Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Piaprneer. Were any of the Mexican officials the same as you 
met with on previous trips? 

General Swine. They were. 
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Mr. Piaprncer. How many were there ? 

General Swine. That trip there must have been 6 or 8 of them, as 
I recall. 

Mr. Puarrncer. This trip lasted from January 12 through January 
15? 

General Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Piapincer. Were there any personnel left behind after this 
trip? 

General Swine. The same personnel as always left behind to take 
the 

Mr. Piarrncer. Messrs. Gillman, Amthor, and Woolley ? 

General Swine. No; Gillman came back. Ball instead of Brill. 

Mr. Puapincer. Who is Mr. Ball? 

General Swina. He is the sector chief at Brownsville. 

Mr. Piarrncer. When you say sector, you mean Border Patrol Chief 
at Brownsville? 

(General Swing nods affirmatively.) 

Mr. Mottowan. May I ask a question about these six Mexican offi- 
cials? Were these men on the policymaking level or were they of the 
group that we might describe as border patrolmen / 

General Swinc. They are policymaking for their own little com- 
munity. They are not high policy. 

Mr. Moiiouan. They would be people we could properly describe 
possibly as being equal to a mayor or chief of police; is that right ? 

General Swine. Really, Mr. Chairman, that is one reason that I 
would like not to bring in those titles. 

Mr. Moittonan. I do not want you to violate any security or any- 
thing that would prejudice your relations with officials there, but it 
seems to me we could give some broad category, description, or ideritifi- 
cation of them. S 

General Swine. I thought I had identified them as officers who held 
corresponding positions to our own people in that echelon of enforce- 
ment. 

Mr. MotzoHan. Would there be anybody comparable in rank to 
your own rank ? 

General Swine. Well, that is a matter of speaking. I do not have 
much rank any more, not to my Army rank of lieutenant general, 
which I am not using. 

Mr. Motwonan. We are thinking of the civilians now and possibly 
I should say comparable to your present position. 

General Swine. I would not say the top man of immigration was 
there, but others of enough rank and enough influence to carry out 
and execute the plans which we made and which I think has been 
demonstrated. 

Mr. Motionan. What I was trying to arrive at was, were the people 
there representing the Mexican Government, were they people with 
whom you would ordinarily consult to formulate policy or develop a 
plan? Would you ordinarily contact them and discuss these problems 
with them and arrive at determinations or would they under ordinary 
circumstances consult with people on a lower echelon ? 

General Swine. That is a very complicated question. My plans I 
make with my staff. The plans include certain hopeful actions to be 
taken by the Mexican officials. I try to put those plans to them in- 
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formally in the best light, and see if I can get them to execute them. 
And at the same time, of course, when I ask them to do something, I 
have to try to help them. 

Mr. Mottonan. I believe you stated in executive session that you 
had entertained some Mexican officials in the United States on similar 
hunting trips or something of that sort in the United States? 

General Swine. Not any hunting. We entertained more on a social 
barbecue. 

Mr. Mottonax. Was the same group represented at your barbecue 
as at the camp, not the same people necessarily but same class, same 
authority ? 

General Swine. Sometimes, yes. 

Mr. Minsnatu. There are a couple of confusing things here I would 
like to clear up. Have you ever been apprehended or arrested for the 
violation of any game laws on any of these trips to Mexico? 

General Swine. No, sir. 

Mr. Minswatn. Your answer is 

General Swine. No, sir. 

Mr. MinsHatu. You named all of the Government officials and 
Army officers that went with you on those trips, you have included 
them all? There are no more? 

General Swine. There might be 1 or 2 other patrolmen that I will 
look up the record on who were there. 

Mr. Mrnsuatu. No other United States Army officers other than 
the Colonel Quandt ? 

General Swine. No. 

Mr. Piarrncer. What is Colonel Quandt’s full name? 

General Swine. Douglas P. Quandt. 

Mr. MinsuHatu. I would like to ask our investigator one question, if 
I may. When you interviewed Colonel Breen, how did he identify 
himself as to his past background ¢ 

Mr. Jounson. Stated he was a colonel, retired from the United 
States Army. I believe he had been in the Cavalry. 

Mr. Mrnsnaw. I think the record should show the examination of 
the AG record at the Pentagon shows no record of a colonel by that 
name in the United States Army. 

Mr. Cuuporr. Mr. Chairman, the record speaks for itself. Ameri- 
can Air Lines made me an admiral, but I do not tell anybody. 

Mr. Motuonan. I think it would be appropriate for the staff direc- 
tor to check with the Pentagon authorities and determine whether or 
not the man is retired from our Army. It is not extremely important 
but if any members of the committee feel it is, it ought to be done. 

Mr. Minsuatt. I think if he is not, it affects the credibility of the 
other things he said. 

Mr. Jonson. He is known as Colonel Breen. He told me he had 
been in the United States Cavalry, he had enlisted and later was 
commissioned. I do not recall him specifically referring to his pro- 
motion to colonel, but he was always referred to as Colonel Breen. 

Mr. Cuouporr. If he was a colonel the records will show it. 

Mr. Motionan. We will check it and make it part of the record. 
(See appendix, p. 78.) 

Mr. Youncer. Off the record. 

( Discussion off the record.) 
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Mr. Motxronan. I think it lends itself somewhat to establishing 
credibility that the man would be associated with a former President 
of Mexico, but I do not say that in repudiation of any suspicions that 
may have been cast upon him, and if establishing his credibility would 
be helped by examining the records of the Pentagon, I think the staff 
should do it and be done with it. 

Mr. Puiarrincer. General, during Operation Alert in June 1955, did 
you order 2 house trailers to be hauled from Brownsville and a third 
from Miami to the evacuation point of the Immigration Service some 
1,500 miles north ? 

General Swine. There is a relocation center for the Attorney Gen- 
eral and his Office. I am charged with the physical security of that 
point. I am not allowed to state where the point is. The physical 
security is secured by border patrolmen. We have no border patrol- 
men, no place to keep them around, and that was an emergency. They 
were ordered through the border patrol chief to come with their equip- 
ment to this relocation center. They will be at it again. 

Mr. Piarincer. Those trailers, are they still at the evacuation point ? 

General Swine. The evacuation point is left unmanned. Not evac- 
uation, but relocation center. 

Mr. Piartncer. Are they still at the relocation center ? 

General Swine. No, they were taken back. I.do not know where 
they went to but they are not there. 

Mr. Piaprncer. What are they used for ? 

General Swine. They are used to house these officers who are 
charged with the security of the whole Attorney General’s relocation 
and it is quite necessary that they be there because, unfortunately, the 
relocation center does not have many accommodations and all of us 
received letters that on the next alert probably a great number would 
be 20 or 30 miles away from the relocation point and you could not 
expect your security men to be in a hotel 30 or 40 miles away from the 
thing they are guarding. We think it most appropriate to bring the 
trailers there. 

Mr. Piaptncer. Is not Operation Alert supposed to simulate some 
sort of enemy attack, instant attack ? 

General Swine. That is right. 

Mr. Piaprncer. We ask your advice as a general, in the case of 
enemy attack how feasible is it to draw upon vehicles that are 1,500 
miles away ? 

General Swine. They will not be 1,500 miles away at the next alert. 
The plans are in operation to have them closer. This was the first 
alert, it was very sudden and emergent and we had no time really to 
study the problem. 

Mr. Prarringer. Did you know, sir, that 1 of the trucks hauling 1 
of the trailers burned its clutch and all 3 vehicles required some repair 
at the end of the trip ? 

General Swine. I did not know that exact maintenance problem. 
Somebody wrote a letter outside the service to Mr. Mollohan, who 
called up about it at the time and I dismissed it. I do not believe with 
all the problems I have I am too interested in maintenance of a trailer 
or whether a truck burns out its clutch at any given period of time. 
As long as it is done in the Government service, those things happen 
all the time. The truck and the trailer, the hitch might have broke 
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coming over the mountains and the truck and trailer might have 
gone over the cliff for all that I could say. 

Mr. Puarrincer. Sir, at the time that inquiry was made I believe we 
were advised that all information concerning Operation Alert was 
classified and no information could be given us. 

General Swine. That is right, particularly the location. I was 
completely floored because the only way that I could conceive that the 
matter could be brought to anybody’s attention and naming the place 
was some disloyal employee who, under the circumstances, should have 
been severely reprimanded and disciplined. 

Mr. PuaPincer. Sir, are you aware that in many of these localities 
the departments concerned were actually named in the press? 

General Swine. I do not recall seeing the Attorney General—the 
instructions we had, so far as the Attorney General was concerned, 
was that the location was 

Mr. Puarrncer. Has this matter since been declassified ? 

General Swine. I have not named it,haveI? I hope not. 

Mr. Papiincer. We asked for specific information and it was de- 
nied to us. 

- eT Swine. So far as I know the exact location is still classi- 
ed. 

Mr. Puarincer. But the details concerning the trucks are not ? 

General Swine. You have forced me to answer your question as 
to whether or not trucks were there. 

Mr. Priapincer. Just a minute, General. When you did not want 
to answer questions before you said so and the Chair respected your 
right and you could very well, if this information is still classified, you 
could have said so very easily; is that right? 

General Swine. I retract the statement. Let us say it is such an 
inconsequential matter as to whether a trailer is there or not and 
the purpose that I may have, myself, violated security. I hope not. 

Mr. MotioHaNn. General, I want to reiterate that I do not want to 
do anything here that would complicate your working with Mexican 
officials. May I say that I can very easily understand why you would 
want to confer with them, why it would be helpful to promote better 
relations with people on certain levels in the Mexican Government, 
particularly the border patrol, but do you think it is helpful or neces- 
sary to entertain people on the level of manager of an irrigation 
drainage district or mechanics? Are those people on such a level as in 
ha _— better relationships can be promoted by entertaining 
them 

General Swinc. We get information from all sources and I would 
entertain anybody if I could get the information I was looking for. 
I do not see anything beneath my dignity to sit down at the table with 
a mechanic or an irrigation manager or anybody else. I think that is 
one of the big difficulties we have had with the Mexicans. 

I went along the border preaching it. I was so tired of hearing 
our officers refer to—you know the name that is used for Mexicans in 
derision, derogatory adjective about him. That was too frequent. 
I am not at all ashamed to say that I have eaten with Mexican me- 
chanics and I think I did it for very good reasons and everything I 
have done, I repeat, in connection with my trips in there have been 
with the foremost thought that I was trying to ao the proper thing to 
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get that border under control, to get cooperation, to get information 
which is necessary for our security, and unless the committee tells me 
not to do it I will have to do it some more. If my judgment is found 
to be completely at variance with your wishes, I will of course have to 
follow through on it. 

Mr. Morxonan. We are not trying to establish whether or not it is 
right or wrong to entertain any given people, but the question in my 
mind is—— 

General Swine. The entertainment part of it is my personal, and 
the men with me, is our personal business. We buy the beer, we buy 
the edibles, canned goods, and so forth, and I do not see why I and 
the officers with me cannot ask anybody they choose to sit down. 

Mr. Mortitonan. You mean you bought the foodstuffs and every- 
thing yourself ? 

General Swine. Yes. 

Mr. Motionan. None of you were on per diem from the Federal 
Government ? 

General Swine. Yes, we have to be on per diem on an official visit. 

Mr. MotioHan. That would be compensating you for the edibles. 

General Swine. Inameasure. Not nna 

Mr. Motionan. The point I am making is you say you bought them 
yourself, personally, but it seems you would be on hotel expense and 
not be paying for meals at any given place but would be taking them 
at the camp, and the $9, $10, or $12 a day the Federal Government pays 
you per diem would probably compensate you for what you put out in 
cash. 

General Swine. I differ with you on that kind of expedition when 
you are buying a lot of food. 

Mr. Mraprer. Maybe the food you had to hunt was more expensive 
than what you bought. 

Mr. Cuuporr. General, do you not have a contingent fund for things 
like this? 

General Swine. We have no contingent fund like the —— 

Mr. Cuuporr. Do you not think if it is necessary for purpose of 
maintaining good relationships between Mexico and the United States 
that you could ask the Appropriations Committee to allow a certain 
amount of money to aieak in your district like other Government of- 
ficials for entertainment ? 

General Swine. I do. 

Mr. MotioHan. The only bills submitted to the Government on 
these trips would be the per diem allowance expense accounts of the 
individuals who were there as official representatives of the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service; is that right? 

General Swine. That is right. 

Mr. Morxonan. Did you or did one or two of the—I will say Mr. 
Carter or yourself; did you bear all of the expense of the foodstuffs 
that were purchased, or was there a common pool of all those who 
participated in the camp ¢ 

General Swine. I will answer it but I think that is our personal 
business. We were all there together and we did, one man acted as 
treasurer, would you call it, took care of bills and submitted a state- 
ment to all of us, 

Mr. Mo1tonan. Anything further? 
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General, we have had some information about two trailers that were 
stationed in Detroit and we made passing reference to them some time 
ago. Are you familiar with the fact that they are stationed in 
Detroit ? 

General Swine. I see from the list there are two at Detroit. 

Mr. Motionan. When were those placed on station there? 

General Swine. The date of purchase sometime in 1955 they were 
put up there, and I see here they are on standby for relocation plan 
up there. 

Mr. Mottonan. You mean they are going to be put out for a per- 
manent border-patrol office or something of that sort? 

General Swine. What the exact plans are for them, I do not know. 
I thought I would repeat what I said in the executive session this 
morning, that we are studying the reassignment of all the trailers 
because we realize that we do not need as many trailers or border 
patrolmen on the southern border as we now have and we are la- 
mentably short on the northern border, and there are many roads and 
accesses to this country which are completely open and no inspection 
takes place until you get in 15 or 20 miles within the country and then 
the inspection is voluntary. There is a sign up, “Report to the inspec- 
tion point” at such and such a place. In the meantime there are roads 
going off laterally from this entrance road. 

We have been making a study and we feel we are in a position to at- 
tempt to counteract that state of affairs in the near future. We have 
two ways of doing it. We are going to move some of the trailers there 
and let them act as inspection points. We have been to the Budget 
and have had some success for permanent stations at these crossings. 

Mr. MotLoHan. Have these two trailers been used at all since they 
were placed there? Have they been used for any purpose? 

General Swing. I would assume so. I would on assume so. 

Mr. Motiowan. Assume they have been used ¢ 

General Swine. I assume so. 

Mr. Mo.Lonan. But neither of those have been used for any hunt- 
ing trips or anything of that sort? 

General Swine. I could not answer it. I have not used them. 

Mr. Motionan. Were any trailers used on the two trips mentioned 
into Canada? 

General Swine. No. I think I told you about the trip coming down 
after I inspected Montreal and we were discussing with the immigra- 
tion authorities up there the preexamination and of course we have a 
post up there, that all but one member of the staff, Mr. Carter and my- 
self, those two remained in the hotel that night and the liaison officer 
between the northeast region and the Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
who was up there with a Government car picked me up about 3 o’clock 
that morning and brought me down to within about 20 miles of the 
border by daylight, where I went out and sat and waited for ducks 
until noon and then the ride had been offered to me by a Canadian 
immigration official and he brought me on down at noon to our own 
station at Rouses Point and I continued with my other inspection 
duties and met with a big group, Congressmen, and discussed northern 

roblems, and continued along the border to every immig; ation station 
tween there and Buffalo. 

Mr. MotioHan. Have there been any hunting trips in the north- 
eastern part of the United States? 
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General Swinc. No. You asked me about New Hampshire. I do 
not know where that came from. I have not hunted in New Hamp- 
shire. 

Mr. Motitonan. I meant Vermont. 

Generali Swine. Or Vermont. 

Mr. Moxxtonan. Mr. Chudoff ? 

Mr. Cuuporr. I have no questions. 

Mr. Mottonan. Mr. Meader ? 

Mr. Kircore. General, the Canadian border, as you described the 
situation up there, is one that 

General Swine. Requires more thought put on it, some planning, 
something done. It is not in as nice—it is not really now in the 
shape that the southern border is. We have no wetbacks but we do 
not have the control that we have on the southern border. 

Mr. Kireore. There actually are reaches of the Canadian border 
that you are addressing yourself now to and your plans are developed 
in connection with whether there are considerable stretches of territory 
where there is no control ? 

General Swine. That isright. There are considerable. 

Mr. Krreore. That is all. 

Mr. Youneer. I would like to ask a question of Mr. Johnson. 

In your investigations down there on the border, what conditions 
did you find at the present time ? 

Mr. Jounson. With respect to what, sir? 

Mr. Youneer. With respect to immigration and the general opera- 
tion on the border. 

Mr. Jounson. The general report we had was that the border patrol 
was operating effectively. There were some criticisms in some in- 
stances of what some of the people regarded as improprieties but in 
= the reports on the operation and its effectiveness in closing the 

order against Mexican aliens coming in illegally was that a good job 
was being done. 

Mr. Youncer. An improved job was being done ? 

Mr. Jounson. Considerally improved. 

Mr. Youneer. That is all. 

Mr. Kieore. I think that is certainly true, that the closing of the 
Mexican border during the period of time in which General Swing has 
been Commissioner has been a very effective job. 

Mr. Motionan. May I ask a question there, General? This is not 
meant to deprecate anything that has been done. 

How many men were on the border at the time you took over as 
Immigration and Naturalization Director? 

General Swine. I cannot recall the number, but we have had 
throughout the whole border 2 increments of 200 approximately. 

Mr. Motxonan. You have approximately 200 men now ¢ 

General Swine. Two increments of 200 each over what we had at 
the time. At that time we had in the border patrol about a little over 
1,000 and when I took over there was a bill in the Senate which was 
introduced by Senator Lehman to double the border patrol forthwith 
and give us $10 million to start this thing. I called him on the phone 
and told him to please not push that bill, that I thought we could do 
it with very much less if he would give me time. 
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Mr. Motiouan. As I understand it, there were approximately 1,000 
men who were members of the border perres at the time you took over 
and now there are approximately 1,400? 

General Swine. 1,400. 1,079 and now about 1,400. 

Mr. Motion. Mr. Minshall ? 

Mr. MinsHau. I havenoquestions, Thank you. 

Mr. Moxtitonan. Thank you very much, General Swing. Thank 
you, Mr. Marshall.

DEAR CONGRESSMAN: I am considerably distressed about a report which I 
received today concerning an investigation being conducted by Messrs. Johnson 
and Plapinger of your committee. 

I have been advised that these two investigators have approached officers of 
the Immigration and Naturalization Service Border Patrol located at Browns- 
ville, Tex. I am reliably informed that one of these officers was advised by the 
committee representatives that they were investigating allegations of misappro- 
priation of funds by Gen. Joseph M. Swing (retired), Commissioner of the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service. 

I am sure you will agree that such unsupported allegations made about a 
senior member of the staff of this Department, particularly when it is addressed 
to junior officers of the Immigration and Naturalization Service, is, to say the 
least, not the proper approach or method to use in determining whether or not 
there is a basis for the charges made. 

You have my assurance that if there are any such matters which require 
investigation, in possession of your commmittee and you bring them to my 
attention, I will have them thoroughly investigated by the FBI and a report 
made to you concerning the result thereof. 

I would appreciate hearing from you at the earliest possible date in relation 
to this matter. Please be assured of my continued cooperation.

DEAR Mr. BROWNELL: As you have been advised, the Honorable William L. 
Dawson, chairman of the Government Operations Committee has referred your 
letter of June 21 to me for reply. 

In your letter you express your “distress” concerning an investigation con- 
ducted by Messrs. Johnson and Plapinger in Texas with respect to alleged irregu- 
larities in the Immigration and Naturalization Service. I understand that you 
have since informed the committee that your letter is in error concerning Mr. 
Plapinger, subcommittee counsel. Incidentally, Mr. Plapinger advises me that 
he has not been in Texas since December 7, 1945, when he was separated from 
the military service. 

As you are undoubtedly aware, the Government Operations Committee is 
charged with determining efficiency and economy of operation of executive agen- 
cies. In the discharge of my responsibilities as chairman of this subcommittee, 
and in accordance with a unanimous resolution of the subcommittee, I author- 
ized Mr. Johnson, subcommittee staff director and Mr. John L. Anderson, staff 
investigator, to proceed to Texas recently to investigate the authenticity of in- 
information received by the subcommittee on irregularities in the Service origi- 
nating in that area. 

On previous occasions involving other matters, subcommittee efforts to obtain 
information at the central office were met with stony silence or outright refusal. 
On one occasion, in connection with the subcommittee’s investigation into de- 
portation practices and procedures, responses to charges against three Service 
employees prominent in the subcommittee’s investigation were denied us as 
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“information confidential to the executive branch,” although the charges (which 
had initially been denied us) were made the subject of Government press re- 
leases. A Service investigation report on the same matter, also the subject of 
a press release, was also denied to the subcommittee for the same reason. 

In addition, subcommittee attempts to investigate the alleged requisitioning 
by the Commissioner of three house trailers for his use from points some 1,500 
miles distant during 1955 Operation Alert of executive agencies, were rebuffed 
with the service contention that all information on Operation Alert was classified. 

The nature of the current charges against General Swing were such that 
investigation was necessary prior to confrontation of General Swing. Because 
of our previous inability to obtain information from the central office as I have 
above indicated, and because of the seriousness of the charges, Messrs. Johnson 
and Anderson were directed to institute the subcommittee’s investigation. 

-Messrs. Johnson and Anderson have informed me that you were not reliably 
informed concerned their inquiries to junior officers of the Service. They have 
stated that at no time did they advise any officer or the Service that they were 
“investigating allegations of misappropriation of funds” by General Swing. In 
any event, I would fail to share your concern if such a statement were made. 

Messrs. Johnson and Anderson have advised me in unequivocal fashion that, 
cognizant of the delicacy of their mission, they were extremely circumspect in 
the manner that the inquiry was conducted. 

Kach Service employee interviewed was told specifically that the subcommittee 
was investigating reports concerning the use by General Swing of Government 
vehicles on hunting trips to Mexico. Implicit in such a statement is the mis- 
application of Government property bought obviously with appropriated funds. 
I find it difficult to believe that stated honesty of purpose of the investigation 
constitutes an impropriety. I am satisfied that the investigation was handled 
with complete propriety. 

I am happy to note your offer to make an FBI investigation of the matter and 
make the FBI report available to the subcommittee. While the subcommittee 
is in the process of discharging its duties, I see nothing inconsistent in the FBI 
undertaking an investigation of the same matter. In fact, I welcome your 
cooperation in this regard. I am pleased also to note the apparent departure, at 
least in one respect, from executive branch inhibitions on making information 
available to congressional committees which are set forth in your 1954 memo- 
randum to the President. 

Your statement concerning unsupported allegations would seem to fall some- 
what short of the mark in view of the following information obtained as a result 
of our investigation from reliable eyewitnesses both within and outside the 
Service: 

1. On several occasions, General Swing, accompanied by, among others, high 
officers of the Immigration and Naturalization Service and at least one United 
States Army officer, has taken Government vehicles, including automobiles, jeeps, 
and an air-conditioned luxury house trailer into the interior of Mexico for the 
purpose of hunting game for pleasure. In some instances, exterior official 
insignia of these vehicles were concealed. 

2.:Border-patrol personnel of the Service have been taken from their regular 
duties to furnish personal services to General Swing and his parties while on 
these excursions—such personal services including preparing campsites, cooking 
meals, and retrieving game shot by the general and his parties. 

38. One house trailer was wrecked in Mexico, hauled back to the United States, 
and repaired by border-patrol personnel at Government expense. 

4. On one of these trips General Swing and his party got into serious difficul- 
ties with the civil authorities of the Government of Mexico for hunting without 
permits, which resulted in the confiscation of their firearms for a period of 
several days. 

5. Following a hunting trip an air-conditioned house trailer—property of the 
United States Government—was left by General Swing on a ranch about 100 
miles in the interior of Mexico for a period of about 2 months. 

6. In late 1955 border-patrol and immigration officers, while in Mexico in con- 
nection with General Swing’s hunting trips, became intoxicated and caused 
disturbances to the detriment of United States-Mexican relations. 

7. The border patrol has acquired two helioplanes, said to cost approximately 
$37,500 each. In late 1955 a helioplane was used on two hunting expeditions 
into Mexico to transport General Swing and members of his hunting party. 

8. A 114-ton stake-body truck, property of the United States Government, was 
converted into a tractor for pulling a house trailer and was specially equipped 
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with an electric generator and a large water tank to provide electricity and water 
for the trailer. This tractor has been used on several hunting trips, but rarely, 
if at all, used in border-patrol operations. 

9. During Operation Alert in June 1955, intended to be a simulation of an 
emergency evacuation of Washington by Federal agencies, although adequate 
hotel space and services were available at the evacuation site, two house trailers 
were ordered by General Swing from Brownsville, Tex., and a third from Miami, 
Fla., to be hauled to the evacuation point, a distance in excess of 1,500 miles. 
It was necessary to drive the trailers day and night to get them to the location 
on time. All trucks needed repairs and alterations on arrival—one having a 
burned-out clutch. 

I should be pleased to have your comments concerning any of the foregoing. 

The subcommittee has requested General Swing to appear before it in execu- 
tive session at 10 a. m, on July 5 in room 1501 of the New House Office Building.

Deak Mr. MoLtoHan: In the absence of General Swing from the office, I am 
returning herewith volumes 1 and 2 of the hearings in executive session before 
your subcommittee on July 5 and 6, 1956, and the transcript of the proceedings 
in open session on July 6, 1956. 

It will be recalled that during a recess on July 5 General Swing hurriedly pre- 
pared a list of border trips for use at the afternoon session. At the time of 
submission, he stated (p. 34 of the record) that he had not had a chance to check 
the list closely but thought it to be more or less accurate. In the meantime 
personal papers have been examined in research on the subject and a revised list 
is attached. Aside from minor differences of 1 or 2 days in the dates and in the 
names of those present the new list reflects trips to Mexico on December 17, 1954, 
and December 2, 1955, which are in addition to those on the earlier list. Testi- 
mony (p. 136) was to the effect that according to General Swing’s recollection 
he had not made the trip planned for December 1 or 2. The recollection was 
incorrect. 

The entire record of testimony has been reviewed. In a number of instances 
certain questions remained for subsequent determination or a need for addi- 
tional information was indicated. Attached is a schedule identifying those 
points in the record and supplying additional data.

Page 19: Mr. Kilgore requested the dates upon which the Mexican customs con- 
fiscated five planes. 

A total of six planes have been seized by Mexican officials as a result of infor- 
mation supplied by United States immigration patrol inspectors. One was seized 
in May 1955, 1 in July 1955, 3 during October 1955, and 1 in March 1956. 

Page 25: General Swing stated that the three guns were returned to either Mr. 
Amthor, Mr. Hinton, or Mr. Wooley, and that he would find out exactly which one 
got the guns back. Also related to this question, the discussion on page 114 dealt 
with assumptions concerning flights of the helioplane on September 5 and 6. 

On September 5, 1955, the helioplane cleared for Victoria, with the pilot alone, 
carrying a message regarding Hurricane Gladys. The pilot dropped the message 
without landing and flew back to Brownsville. That same day, General Swing, 
Mr. Gilman, and Mr. Amthor returned to the United States. On September 6, 1955, 
the helioplane again cleared for Victoria, this time with the pilot accompanied by 
Messrs. Gilman and Amthor and one Mexican official. Again the plane did not 
land but dropped a message to Messrs. Hinton and Wooley concerning road condi- 
tions resulting from the storm. The same day, September 6, 1955, Mr. Amthor 
returned to the campsite by jeep, saw the game warden, and obtained the three 
guns. All three men then returned to the United States on September 7, 1955, 
bringing the truck and trailer. 

Pages 25 and 112: Questions were presented as to what documents were in 
existence in connection with the trip of September 4 and 5, 1955. 

Documents authorizing the importation of guns for hunting purposes, issued by 
the military officials are attached. 

Page 41: Mr. Mollohan inquired how many vehicles were left behind when Gen- 
eral Swing returned to Brownsville prior to the hurricane. General Swing stated 
his recollection was that the trailer, a truck, and a jeep were left, but that he 
would inquire of Mr. Amthor and recheck it. 

As indicated above, only the panel truck and trailer were left behind. 

Page 79: Mr. Meader asked for a complete list of all planes used by the 
Service.

Additionally, 3 Cessna 180’s and 1 Piper Super Cub are on order as replace- 
ments. 

Page 56: General Swing said that he would get a sworn statement from Mr. 
Amthor as to whether or not the Mexican game warden asked for a bribe. 

Sworn statement of July 14, 1956, is attached. 

Pages 70, 72, 73, and 126-130: The discussion on these pages dealt with the 
exact location of the trailer between the November 4-8, 1955, trip and the middle 
of January 1956, as well as the names of the persons using it and the number 
of times it was used during that period. Incidentally, the transcription of 
General Swing’s testimony at the top of page 73 is inaccurate and it has been 
amended in pencil to reflect his actual statement. 
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From November 8 to December 1, 1955, the trailer was parked on Mr. Solezzi’s 
ranch. Users during this period were: Amthor on November 14, Amthor on 
November 18, Amthor and Wooley on November 25, and Amthor and Wooley on 
December 1, 1955. 

On December 2 and 4, 1955, the trailer was parked on the ranch of Don Simon 
Garcia and used by Swing, Carter, Carnahan, Gilman, Harrison, Amthor, 
Wooley, and Hinton. 

From December 5, 1955, to Jauary 11, 1956, the trailer was parked on Mr. 
Solezzi’s ranch. Users during this period were: Amthor on December 8, 1955; 
Amthor and Wooley on December 16, 1955; Amthor and Wooley on December 26, 
eee Amthor on January 5 and 6, 1956; and Amthor and Wooley on January 9, 
1956. 

From January 12 to 16, 1956, the trailer was parked on the ranch of Don 
Simon Garcia and used by : Swing, Carter, Carnahan, Marshall, Gilman, Harrison, 
Ball, Wooley, Amthor, and Hinton. 

Page 121: Mr. Chudoff and Mr. Plapinger requested that the committee be 
furnished with the specific records relating to repairs on the trailer which was 
damaged during the return from the Labor Day trip. 

Attached are photostatic copies of Purchase Order IN-375756 and Invoice No. 
12655 reflecting purchase of items from the Travelite Trailer Co., of Texas, 
in the amount of $44.75 utilized in connection with repair of the trailer in the 
Service garage facility at McAllen, Tex.

You are advised that I am the acting chief patrol inspector and have been 
requested to interrogate you regarding an incident which occurred on Septem- 
ber 5, 1955. Are you willing to make a sworn statement regarding this? 

Answer, Yes. (Subject sworn.) 

Question. With respect to an incident which occurred on Septen.ber 5, 1955, 
near San Fernando, Tamps., Mexico, involving a Mexican game warden and 
officers of this Service, a question has been raised regarding the propriety of 
the game warden’s action. Will you please state what members of this Service 
were present? 

Answer. Chief Patrol Inspector George Harrison, Patrol Inspector E. W. 
Woolley and myself. 

Question. What is the name of the Mexican game warden? 

Answer. Dionicio Ochoa. 

Question. Was the question of money discussed? 

Answer. Yes, I advised the game warden that our permits were in another 
car which was not present at the site; that it would be back in a short time. He 
told me that he could secure proper permits for the party at a cost of approxi- 
mately $20 United States per person or a total of about $180. 

Question. Did you, at the time, consider this an improper attempt on the game 
warden’s part to obtain money not justly due him or the Mexican Government? 

Answer. Yes. 

Question. What action was taken by the game warden? 

Answer. He first requested us to accompany him to San Fernando until we 
could produce the permits in our possession. Later, he agreed to hold three of 
the parties’ guns as security that we would appear with the proper permits. 

Question. Were the guns released without securing additional permits or 
paying any money to the game warden? 

Answer. Yes. 

Question. Do you know whether the game warden made any report of the 
incident to his superior officers? 

Answer. No, to my knowledge, he did not. 

Question. On what date were the guns returned to you and on what date did 
you return to the United States? 
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Answer. The guns were returned on the evening of September 6, 1955, and I 
returned to the United States on September 7, 1955.

DeaR Mr. MoLLoHAN: Upon my return to Washington I have reviewed the 
attachments to the letter of July 18 submitted to you by my executive assistant. 
A reading of the digest of additional information thereto attached discloses a 
misconception which could be drawn from the recital: ‘That same day (September 
5) General Swing, Mr. Gilman, and Mr. Amthor returned to the United States.” 

A more detailed statement of the events of that day follow: 
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“On September 5, 1955, the helioplane cleared for Victoria, with the pilot 
alone, carrying a mesSage regarding Hurricane Gladys. The pilot dropped the 
message without landing and flew back to Brownsyille. In the forenoon of that 
day I crossed back into the United States, accompanied by Gilman, Carter, and 
Quandt, departing Brownsville at 2 p. m. for Washington, D. C. I was in my 
office in Washington on September 6. After my departure occurred the incident 
with the game warden, Ochoa, described in more detail in Mr. Amthor’s affidavit. 
Shortly after this event, in the afternoon of September 5, Mr. Amthor crossed 
into the United States by car. Amthor flew back over the campsite in the helio- 
plane that same afternoon, and after returning to Brownsville without landing, 
again returned to the campsite by car that evening.” 

Of further interest in clarifying the situation, there is attached a recently 
made photograph of me to which Game Warden Ochoa has signed the following 
(translated) statement on the reverse: 

“TI hereby certify by my signature and my seal of office that I have never seen 
the person here photographed.”

Subject : Hunting licenses in Mexico. 


According to my telephone conversation with the Mexican consul in Washing- 
ton, a separate hunting license must be obtained by all persons planning to hunt 
in Mexico, in addition to a permit to import firearms. Prospective hunters 
should, before starting on their trip, get in touch with the Mexican consulate 
having jurisdiction over their place of residence, submitting (1) documentary 
evidence that they are bona fide hunters, together with a certificate of good 
conduct from the local police authorities; (2) a certificate from the hunting 
club or sports association testifying to the hunter’s good standing and/or good 
conduct; (3) two photographs; (4) $4. Furthermore, they must apply to the 
Mexican consulate for a tourist card. The Mexican consulate will advise the 
prospective hunter of the formalities to be observed in order to obtain a hunting 
license in Mexico—there are special local or district offices from which licenses 
may be obtained. A hunting license costs 200 Mexican pesos, or US$16, and 
is valid for the duration of the trip. 

Permits for the importation of firearms must be renewed every 3 months. 

Furthermore, it is always a good idea to keep in touch with the American 
consulate having jurisdiction over the prospective hunting ground. 

In connection with the import license, the rounds of ammunition, or boxes 
of bullets, much be indicated in the application.
